PRICES UP AND DOWN 

While the rise in the general cost 
of living in the past five years has 
been about one-half the rate of the 
preceding 5-year climb, nearly ev- 
erything the public buys bears a 
higher price tag. According to the 
consumer price index of the federal 
bureau of labor statistics, which rose 
about 9 per cent in the latest 5-year 
period, only food and apparel items 
revealed a lesser rate of advance and 
that because certain items affecting 
the index suffered a severe drop. 
Coffee and nylon hose, notably, 
dropped greatly in price because of 
their particular markets, but bread, 
cotton dresses and women’s shoes 
rose much above the average. 

In the face of this steady climb in 
consumer prices, nursery stock has 
varied not a great deal at wholesale 
or retail, and in the past year, as 
was reported in the June 15 issue of 
this magazine, prices of nursery stock 
actually declined. 

There seems to have been no rea- 
son in the production or marketing 
situations which would account for 
the lower tendency of prices in this 
field. In fact, discussion at the recent 
A. A. N. convention indicated that 
price cutting was all too prevalent. 
So the conclusion is that prices were 
lowered voluntarily by nurserymen 
themselves in the face of higher costs 
and a general rise in other consumer 
prices. 

Price cutting has often been ex- 
plained as a demonstration of com- 
petitive lack of confidence. Usually 
it is voluntary—not compulsory— 
and later regretted. An example oc- 
curred last spring, when wholesal- 
ers of roses thought they had over- 
supplies and endeavored to move 
them through all channels possible 
at cut prices. Before the season was 
over, almost everybody was sold out 
and realized he had lost much 
money.

TRAINING PROGRAMS 

Training programs being under- 
taken in high schools, technical 
schools and colleges to develop young 
men and women of sufficient know]l- 
edge and skill to become competent 
workers in nurseries, garden centers 
and other horticultural enterprises 
are becoming essential to the prog- 
ress of gardening in this country. 

In the earlier years of the century, 
the gardens and greenhouses of the 
big private estates in England and 
in this country were sources of 
skilled workers for the nursery, flo- 
rists’ and allied fields. Many a com- 
mercial horticultural enterprise of 
the present day owes its beginning 
to one or more individuals of such 
origin. But the onerous income 
taxes and inheritance taxes brought 
on by world wars ended most of the 
private estates and also the flow of 
trained workers from that source to 
commercial occupations. 

Just as the major leagues, find- 
ing they can no longer depend upon 
the minor league clubs or farm sys- 
tems to develop young baseball play- 
ers, are giving more attention to the 
universities and _ colleges where 
baseball is a major sport, the whole 
field of gardening depends for its 
future upon not only the interest, 
but also the skill necessary for its 
advancement. If our gardens are to 
contain the finer things in shrubs, 
vines and perennials which need 
careful attention for their mainte- 
nance, wider instruction must be 
given. 

The problem not only is that of 
nursery workers, but also of the 
maintenance of landscape plantings 
of the better type which surround 
more expensive homes. These are 
put in place by landscape firms, but 
the means to maintain the plantings 
is inadequate. Though there may be 
skilled men available to oversee the 
work or direct crews, the latter are 
composed of such ordinary day la- 
borers that they can be depended 
upon only to mow lawns, cut 
hedges and cultivate shrubbery bor- 
ders. If told to weed a perennial 
garden, they are more likely to 
wreak havoc than to do benefit. 

The result necessarily must be 
plantings curtailed as to variety and 
material, if not as to extent. But 
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when public interest has been deyg, 
oped in so many newer varieties, 
plants and better things in shmbh 
and flowers, no one wants a retuyp 
to stereotyped privet hedges, spire 
borders and evergreen foundatig 
plantings. 

Many nurseries are learning th 
desirability of supporting the sche 
training programs in horticulture q 
a solution to their own _ busines 
problems, long-term if not immed. 
ate, as well as for the general a¢. 
vancement of gardening. 

AUTUMN PLANS 


The approaching autumn should 
be more than ever a season of sales 
activity by retail nurserymen and 
landscape contractors. Many of th 
plants injured the past winter hay 
been permitted to grow through th 
summer to determine the extent of 
their recovery, and no doubt a con- 
siderable proportion of these will 
need to be replaced. A majority of 
damaged plants is likely to be found 
in older plantings, because of the 
age of the evergreens particularly, 
and partial or complete revampings 
of such older jobs will be in order 
These replacements will require 
planning in the autumn and winter, 
even if the actual planting is de- 
ferred partially or entirely until 
spring. The amount of this work 
seems to depend upon the effort of 
the nurserymen to arouse concem 
of local residents about their dam- 
aged plantings. 

The past summer has seen a re 
newal of the home-building boom 
and more new jobs have developed 
in consequence. Many of these are 
ready to be undertaken in autumn, 
and by the nurserymen’s initiative, 
they may be completed in this favor- 
able that some of the 
pressure is removed from the busy 
spring months. 

Never before has interest in gat- 
dening taken hold on so much of the 
American population, and spending 
by consumers for all types of home 
necessities and luxuries is at a peak. 
The trade will find it especially 
profitable, therefore, to put forth 
extra efforts to initiate customers 
and to develop them into really good 
clients.

Need Political Interest 


President Nicholson stressed the 
need for nurserymen to take a more 
active interest in politics. Let your 
representatives know what you are 
thinking, he urged. People’s buying 
habits are changing, he pointed out. 
More use of credit is being made, 
and people wish quality merchan- 
dise. He believes the buying public 
needs more education on quality 
plants and thought it necessary to 
make it easier for persons to buy. 

Scientific advances are influencing 
this business, continued Mr. Nichol- 
son. Science can be a valuable tool; 
so let us use it, he urged. Improved 
varieties and better quality plants 
are much needed, he added. Our 
real competitors are companies like 
General Motors. Years ago one car 
was considered a necessity and two 
were a luxury; now two cars are a 
necessity and three are a luxury. 


Firms such as this have convinced 
the public that its products are neces- 
sary to everyday living. 

Under chairmanship of Dr. Tok 
Furuta, Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Auburn, Ala., a group of 
15 research workers from eight 
southern states met at an all-day 
conference, Sunday, August 23. Con- 
vening with the group were three 
representatives of the S. N. A. 
C. Norwood Hastie, Magnolia Gar- 
dens & Nurseries, Johns Island, S. C.; 
Hoskins Shadow, Tennessee Val- 
ley Nursery, Winchester, Tenn., and 
M. Aubrey Owen, Owen’s Vineyard, 
Concord, Ga. At this meeting Dr. 
Thomas Cannon, North Carolina 
State College, Raleigh, N. C., was 
elected new chairman of the group.

breeding, plastic greenhouses, plant 
breeding, plant evaluation ang 
growth regulation. 

Dr. Furuta reported that Dr. Ray 
Self, Mobile, Ala., has found it feas. 
ible to grow pecans in containers, Ip 
Virginia, work is in progress on win. 
ter protection of container stock. For 
control of dogwood borer, a 50 per 
cent mixture of DDT, six pounds to 
100 gallons of water, applied April 
15 and May 15, or 50 per cent diel. 
drin, six pounds to 100 gallons, ap- 
plied April 15, has been recom. 
mended in Tennessee. 

It has been found in North Caro. 
lina that phosphorus and potassium 
will help to harden plants when ap. 
plied in the fall to plants that have 
high nitrogen levels. Incorporation 
of the chemicals into the soil is bet- 
ter than surface treatment.

Virginians Hear Reports, 


Tour Norfolk Gardens

The summer convention of the 
Virginia Nurserymen’s Association 
opened Sunday afternoon, August 
16, with registration at the Cavalier 
hotel, Virginia Beach. After a social 
hour and dinner, the nurserymen 
enjoyed evening entertainment in the 
Hunt room of the hotel.

Water for irrigation purposes was 
extended 800 feet into the gardens, 
as part of an over-all water distribu- 
tion system. 

The morning tour ended at the 
Winn Nursery, Inc., where refresh- 
ments were served and the nursery- 
men shown around the nursery and 
new offices. The afternoon entertain- 
ment included golf, swimming, fish- 
ing and other sports.

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Texas Stages Garden Center Program 


One of the highlights of the an- 
nual convention of the Texas Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen held August 
16 to 19, at Brownsville, was the 
garden center program staged Mon- 
day morning, August 17. Featured 
speaker was Willard Bond, Wyman’s 
Garden Centers, Inc., Framingham, 
Mass. He said that, although his 
business is located far from Texas, 
most of the principles he would talk 
about would apply to garden center 
operators in any section of the coun- 
try. 

He said it is impossible to set 
up definite rules for all details of 
garden center operations, because 
each day each customer brings forth 
different problems. He admonished 
nurserymen first to improve their 
housekeeping. He said that Wyman’s 
Garden Centers, for example, may 
not be the most attractive in the 
business, but they are among the 
cleanest. And nurserymen can do 
better business in an atmosphere of 
cleanliness. 

His garden center derives 60 per 
cent of its income from the sale of 
nursery stock and 40 per cent from 
hard goods items. The sale of nurs- 
ery stock should not go below this 
figure, he said. 

In Wyman’s Garden Centers every 
plant is ticketed. Aisles are five and 
one-half feet wide. All stock is placed 
on the ground and watered early

each morning. When stock is pur- 
chased, half the ticket is torn off and 
placed in a white jar near the cash 
register. After each day the contents 
of the jar are placed in a bag. 
During slack periods, the contents 
are tabulated to see what varieties 
are selling. 

He urged nurserymen to price all 
merchandise, in order to encourage 
self-service. Mr. Pond related that 
signs placed in the nursery inform 
customers about the various plants. 
Because the garden center staff con- 
sists of only 16 persons, it is impos-

contributions to meet these expenses. 

As reported by Noel Wysong, John 
Ort Pictures, Inc., Winnetka, IIL, 
has already completed a consider- 
able portion of the film, including 
time-lapse pictures of the develop- 
ment of tree flowers and leaves, two 
representative tree diseases and 
scale insects from egg to adult.

One answer is, of course, that it 
is easier to keep the plant within 
bounds with a minimum of main- 
tenance. Pruning, instead of being 
necessary the first or second year 
after planting, is not required on 
these shrubs until perhaps the fourth 
or fifth year. The dwarfer form of 
some species may not need to be cut 
every year; in other cases pruning 
may be needed once a year instead 
of two or three times. 

The slower-growing plant may be 
left in a planting area for a longer 
period of time. Instead of having to 
remove a shrub or group of shrubs 
after 10 or 12 years, one may, in 
some cases, leave the slower-grow- 
ing forms for 15 or 20 years, maybe 
longer. I do not mean to imply in 
any way that these plants should be 
kept as ball-like forms contrary to 
their normal appearance. Such may 
be done in some instances, but it is 
not the usual practice for good land- 
scape results.

Michigan State University 
purchased. In some instances they 
can be found as easily as the spe- 
cies, but not, unfortunately, in all 
cases. This will be a part of the dis- 
cussion that follows. 

No attempt will be made to in- 
clude all the deciduous shrubs, nar- 
row-leaved evergreens, deciduous 
trees or many of the broad-leaved 
evergreens at this time. The mate- 
rial will be primarily concentrated 
on deciduous shrubs, except for a 
limited number of semievergreens 
and broad-leaved evergreens. There 
is no special reason for including 
some and not others. 

Broad-Leaved Evergreens 


Of the broad-leaved evergreens 
there are three rhododendrons that 
come to mind, two of which are 
familiar to most nurserymen, and 
the third is a bit lesser known. The 
more familiar two include the Boule 
de Neige rhododendron, which has 
been listed as a form of both Rho- 
dodendron catawbiense and R. cau- 
casicum. 

It is a compact, slow-growing 
shrub that takes a long time to reach 
a height of five feet. This white- 
flowered rhododendron can be used 
in many situations requiring a plant 
that does not grow beyond six feet. 
Even at six feet it has a density not 
apparent in most other large-leaved 
rhododendrons.

The other one is Cunninghap 
White, which is generally listed q 
belonging to the species Rhododep. 
dron maximum, although it is th 
result of a cross between R. cinna. 
momeum and R. maximum. It ; 
also slow growing and has good dep. 
sity, with usually a higher gloss 
the foliage than Boule de Neige 
The flower is not a pure white, by 
has a pinkish-tan blotch in ty 
throat. 

It is doubtful if the Cunningham 
White rhododendron should be ex. 
tensively used where temperature 
drop below zero. It is being grows 
at East Lansing, Mich., where it js 
exposed to the morning and noop- 
day sun, and has shown a winter 
burn of the leaves even though par. 
tially protected by pine boughs. It 
flowered well, however, and recoy- 
ered from its winter damage. Cun- 
ningham White has been succes- 
fully grown, also, on Long Island 
where it flowered well in a southerly 
exposure. 

The flowers of this white rhodo- 
dendron are more attractive than 
those of the Boule de Neige rhodo- 
dendron, and the individual flowers 
of the truss are more loosely ar- 
ranged. Both are good, dense rhodo- 
dendrons. The white blooms do not 
clash with any surrounding colors, 
as do the flowers of some of the 
other rhododendrons. Illustration A

Newer Form Seems Promising 

Another promising dense-growing 
thododendron is R. carolinianum 
P.J.M., developed by Peter J. Mez- 
att, Weston Nurseries, Weston, 
Mass. The specimen at East Lansing 
came through the past winter with 
no damage and flowered profusely. 
The flower color is pinker than the 
species, and the leaves seem to be 
more leathery and crowded, giving 
the plant a compact appearance. 
P.J.M. seems, so far, to be as re- 
liably hardy as the species and could 
become a valuable plant to the land- 
scape industry. 

Among other broad-leaved ever- 
greens useful as low-growing shrubs 
are two barberries, namely, Berberis 
buxifolia nana (dwarf Magellan 
barberry) and Berberis julianae 
nana (dwarf wintergreen barberry ). 
They are both reasonably hardy 
here at East Lansing, but all the 
evergreen barberries suffered exten- 
sively last winter. There was even 
stem injury, and most of the ever- 
green leaves were completely dried 
out. Ordinarily Berberis julianae 
seems to be the most rugged. Ber- 
beris buxifolia pygmaea (pygmy 
Magellan barberry) is another pos- 
sibility. 

Shown in illustration B is the 
Hancock coralberry, a good, low, 
slow-growing symphoricarpos. This 
was developed by Leslie Hancock, 
Woodland Nurseries, Cooksville, 
Ont., Canada. It has excellent possi- 
bilities and has behaved well here.

There is the tendency for its 
leaves to persist much later than 
those of most other deciduous plants.

In the location illustrated, the plant 
held its green leaves after all the 
other deciduous shrubs had dropped 
their foliage. Protection from the 
wind contributed to this perform- 
ance, of course, but it still indicates 
some persistent ability of the plant 
itself. 

From the far west has come a 
form of Abelia grandiflora named as 
a prostrate glossy abelia (Abelia 
grandiflora prostrata). It is being 
handled by at least one of the east- 
ern nurseries. I have not watched it 
long enough to know what its even- 
tual height—or its spread—will be. 
It could be a welcome addition. 

Two Viburnums 

Two slow-growing viburnums are 
the well-known dwarf European 
cranberry (Viburnum opulus nan- 
um) and the compact-growing Vi- 
burnum carlesi compactum. The 
latter will never look like the dwarf

cranberry shown in illustratien C, 
because of its larger leaf and speed- 
ier growth; nevertheless it could be 
an improvement over the species. 
Viburnum fragrans (fragrant vibur- 
num) has two dwarf forms, also, by 
the names of compactum and nan- 
um, and they may prove to be defi- 
nite improvements over the leggier- 
growing species. 

The deciduous box barberry (Ber- 
beris thunbergi Minor) has excellent 
potentialities. It is not new and can 
be obtained without difficulty. There 
is an occasional tendency for the 
stem tips to be winter injured be- 
cause of the delicate, wiry branches, 
but this has not been a serious ob- 
jection. 

Another dwarf type is the slow- 
growing form of morus shown in 
illustrations D and E. I have never 
been able to trace the exact history 
of this odd plant; perhaps this ar- 
ticle will prompt a reply from some- 
one who has. It does not have a list- 
ed name; so, for now, I shall call it 
Morus alba nana. 

According to my sketchy informa- 
tion, plants of this variety were sent 
from the United States plant intro- 
duction station several years ago to 
Hidden Lake Gardens, near Jack- 
son, Mich. From there some of them 
were sent to Westcroft Gardens, 
Grosse Ile, Mich., and specimens 
finally reached the Michigan State 
University campus from Westcroft 
Gardens. This plant may be excel- 
lent landscape material for some of 
the colder regions where hardiness 
is a factor. However, this past win- 
ter, plants at East Lansing showed 
winter injury, some of it extensive. 

Forsythia Arnold Dwarf, which is 
a cross between F. intermedia and

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Ohio Nurserymen Relax 


At Painesville Meeting

The annual summer meeting olf 
the Ohio Nurserymen’s Association 
was held this year at Painesville, 
O., where the Lake County Nursery- 
men’s Association was host to nurs- 
erymen from various sections of 
Ohio, as well as from New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and New 
Jersey.

James Scarff, who is gen- 
eral chairman of the A. A. N. sum- 
mer meeting, was present to dis- 
cuss the matter with the other mem- 
bers. An invitation was accepted 
from Mr. Jackson, who represented 
the Toledo Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, to hold the O. N. A. 1960 sum- 
mer meeting at Toledo.

a copy of the booklet, entitled Grades 
and Standards for Nursery Plant 
free of charge. 

Printed on special waterproof 
paper, the manual is the result of 
four years of research and prepara. 
tion with the assistance of special 
grading committees named by the 
Florida Nurserymen and Grower 
Association. It covers six categories 
of stock—shrubs, container-growy 
citrus trees, B&B citrus trees, palms 
trees and liners. At the beginning 
of each section dealing with the first 
five of these categories, the char. 
acteristics that qualify a plant for 
the grade designations of Florida 
fancy, Florida No. 1 and Florida 
No. 2 are described. 

Then follow a series of photo 
graphic reproductions _ illustrating 
these grades in plants representative 


within the category. (Shrubs, for i- 
stance, are divided into the classif- 
cations of broad spreading, spread- 
ing, globose, upright spreading, up 
right and columnar.)

NEVADA NURSERY LAW 


A new law designed to insure pest. 
free, quality nursery stock for the 
nurserymen and planters of Nevada 
became effective July 1, according 
to the Nevada department of agri. 
culture. Basic provisions of the law 
deal with licensing requirements and 
inspection of nursery stock and speci- 
fy that all plant materials shipped 
into and sold within the state must 
be properly labeled as to kind and 
variety. 

Among the chief targets of the 
new legislation are house-to-house 
salesmen dealing in_ substandard 
nursery stock, who have been the 
cause of many complaints from Ne- 
vada homeowners in the past. Here- 
after, identification cards will be is- 
sued to all agents representing i- 
censed nurseries. The public has 
been advised to require these creden- 
tials from solicitors and to report 
any unlicensed peddlers to the de- 
partment of agriculture

The species type, as found jp 
Japan, attains a height of about 3 
feet and develops a somewhat open 
head of wide-spreading branches, 
which support the handsome mantlk 
of flowers.

unfold to 1%-inch pinkish-white 
blooms which fade to white upon 
ripening. The cultivar, Malus Ell 
wangeriana, which was named for 
George Ellwanger (1816-1906), Ell- 
wanger & Barry Nursery Co., Ro- 
chester, N. Y., differs not greatly 
from the species. One of the dif 
fering characteristics is Ellwanger’s 
growth habit, considerably more 
compact and upright than that of M. 
floribunda, which tends to develop a 
more widespreading, loosely formed 
head. There is also an apparent dif- 
ference in their size at maturity 
Malus floribunda is described a 
reaching about 30 feet, while plants 
of the varietal form, Ellwangeriana, 
have reached but little over half that 
height in almost 40 years, and it 
seems unlikely that they will ever 
exceed 20 feet. 

The nursery firm of Ellwanger & 
Barry, during the last half of the 
19th century, was one of the largest 
in the country, and it was on a 20- 
acre plot, donated to the city 
Rochester in 1888 by this company, 
that the development of Highland 
park began.

Comments on Business Management in the Nurser 
& ry

DISCOUNTS AND PROFITS 


Keeping one’s credit good, as well 
as paying bills on discount when 
possible, means making more profit. 

When one receives an invoice for 
merchandise purchased, it is impor- 
tant to see whether a discount is 
offered. Discounts may usually be 
taken on invoices for nursery stock 
and supplies if they are paid within 
a stated time. A discount of | or 2 
per cent for payment in 10 days 
from date of invoice is common. 

Less common but more generous is 
a discount of | or 2 per cent for pay- 
ment in 10 days after the end of the 
month (e.o.m.). If, for example, the 
invoice is dated March 15, and the 
terms are 2 per cent, 10 days e.o.m., 
or net, 60 days, one can wait until 
the end of March before paying. If 
one pays on or before April 10, he 
may deduct 2 per cent from the 
amount of the invoice. If one fails 
to pay April 10, he still has until 
May 15 to pay, but then the dis- 
count will have been forfeited. 

Shipments covered by invoices 
subject to discount should be 
checked promptly so that the invoice 
can be paid in time to take advan- 
tage of the discount. It sometimes 
happens that shipments do not ar- 
rive until the discount period has 
expired. In that case most shippers 
will still allow the discount if remit- 
tance is sent promptly upon arrival 
of the merchandise. 

Some nurserymen make a practice 
of taking discounts they have not 
earned. Either the time for taking 
the discount has passed or no dis- 
count has been offered. Such prac- 
tices are unfair and essentially dis- 
honest. 

Unfair Practice 

Other nurserymen believe they 
are shrewd operators when they put 
off paying their bills as long as pos- 
sible after they are due. Some even 
boast about it. But they are operat- 
ing on their creditors’ capital, an- 
other unfair practice. 

A certain nurseryman who was 
notorious for not paying his bills 
when due was having his books 
checked by a certified public ac- 
countant. The latter was appalled at 
the apparent indifference his client 
felt toward his obligations. The ac- 


countant pointed out that he endan- 
gered his credit by failing to pay 
promptly, but the nurseryman said 
he was not worried about his credit. 
If one supplier cut it off, he would 
buy from another. 

It is possible to follow such a 
course for a while, but eventually 
the word will get around and the 
deadbeat will find it impossible to 


receive credit from reliable suppliers. 
He may even be forced out of busi- 
ness. 


Nurserymen who have little or no 
business experience honestly wonde1 
why they should pay their bills 
when due or take advantage of dis- 
counts. They fail to realize that a 
discount is a_ reduction in cost 
and therefore represents additional 
profit. 

About the only time when it might 
not pay one to take a discount but 
hold the invoice until it is due on a 
net basis is when one’s capital is 
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working so completely and prof 
ably that the interest it earns is me 
than the sum represented by 
discount. But that would be 












usual, because discounts represent 
Assume tha 


high rate of interest. 
the terms on a given invoice are 
per cent, 10 days, net, 30 days, g 
has the choice of paying within 
days, discounting the amount by§ 
per cent, or waiting until the ¢ 
of 30 days and paying the fg 
amount. There are 12 30-day perk 
ods in a year. At a discount of 2 
cent the earnings would be 24 
cent. It is hard to beat that, 

is, of course, an oversimplificatiog, 
but managers of some fast-moyw 
businesses, such as the wholes 
grocery trade, believe that they cap 
make sufficient profit on discounts 
alone. 


Aids Credit 


Taking advantage of discounts 
does not only give additional profits 
but puts credit on the best possible 
basis. It is also true that the bus- 
nessman who passes up discounts but 
pays his bills promptly when due on 
a net basis is establishing good 
credit rating. He who discounts, 
however, is earning a still better rat- 
ing, the best that can be earned

When credit is established with 
new source, trade references hay 
usually to be supplied, which mere} 
means giving the names of othe; 
firms with whom credit has alread, 
been established. The new soure 
then requests these references to tel 
them about their experiences with 
your account. Almost invariably 
they want to know whether bi 
were paid when due and, especially, 
if discounts were taken by making 
prompt payments. 

A nurseryman who is able tp 
produce a financial statement shoy. 
ing a substantial net worth may not 
obtain the credit he wants. Investh 
gation has probably revealed that 
although he has ample resources, he 
has a reputation for not paying his 
bills. 

In determining whether an appli. 
cant is worthy of credit, many firms 
place more emphasis on his repute 
tion for paying his bills than on hig 
financial statement. They know thaf 
those with good paying record 
usually will not obligate themselyes 
for more than what they can readily 
pay for. 

Circumstances may arise maki 
it difficult or impossible for a busi- 
nessman to meet his obligations 
when due. The man who has paid 
his bills promptiy or discounted 
them will then find his creditors un 
derstanding and sympathetic. For 
him they will extend the time of 
payment and do what they can to 
he Ip him out of his difficulties. They 
are interested in keeping a good cus- 
tomer in business. 

But the creditors of the deadbeat 
do not believe his business is worth 
encouraging or preserving. When he 
gets into difficulty his creditors react 
by putting on pressure to get their 
money, sometimes forcing him into 
bankruptcy. 

Another reason for keeping one’s 
credit good is the satisfaction that 
comes from fulfilled obligations 
The deadbeat will find no such sat- 
isfaction. Those who fail to dis 
count their bills because of careles- 
ness, indifference or ignorance might 
find a great new satisfaction if they 
made a real effort to pay their bilk 
when due.

know the price of each item, because 
if they are not certain about a price 
they may create doubt in the custom- 
er’s mind. All salespersons should 
also be familiar with the operation 
of all mechanical items of merchan- 
dise, Mr. Bond said. 

The Christmas selling season starts 
on November 10, related Mr. Bond. 
All bulky items are removed from 
the garden shop. Brightly colored 
paper is placed on the walls, ceiling 
and counters, and the store is fur- 
ther decorated with flocked Christ- 
mas trees, birches and other trees.

stated that as insects build up im- 
munities to certain insecticides, new 
and different formulas must be de- 
veloped. Work is now being done on 
systemics, and he believes this to be 
the answer for the future. He ad- 
vised that when a nurseryman sells 
plants he should make certain they 
grow by informing the customer how 
he should take care of them. 


Monrovia Methods 


The final panelist to speak was 
Cliff Comstock, Monrovia Nursery 
Co., Azusa, Calif. He stated that 
Monrovia Nursery Co. keeps detailed 
records in order to profit from any 
mistakes. It conducts a vigorous sell- 
ing campaign to dispose of the large 
amount of stock which is grown each 
year. Regular brainstorming sessions 
are employed in order to plan what 
will be sold in the future. Rosedale 
Nurseries, the retail branch of Mon- 
rovia Nursery Co., have a policy of 
maintaining two-thirds of the sales 
volume in nursery stock. Action is 
taken when this figure goes below 
60 per cent. Mr. Comstock said the 
stores show an excellent net profit 
when nursery stock sales go above 
65 per cent. He urged the nursery- 
men to keep up with the new plants 
which are coming on the market, 
as customers want these new items. 
He concluded his talk by mentioning

beetle damage and suggested wash- 
ing in grub-proofing materials, using 
liquid or wettable powders. For 
chinch bug and sod webworm he 
recommended dusting or granular 
formulations as being best. 


He reported that Lilvex or 2,45- 
TP was good for the control of both 
chickweed and clover. Applications 
should be made between September 
15 and October 15. 

He also showed slides of sheep 
sorrel and said that it could be con- 
trolled with high applications of lime 
plus nitrogen and a hormone herbi- 
cide such as 2,4-D or 2,4,5-TP. In 
the question and answer period, he 
said that one should not use both 
water and fertilizer in an attempt 
to keep fescues growing in the sum- 
mer.

duced Ed Robinson, Bethpage, who 
described his success in using calcium 
cyanamid in making a lawn. He 
said he starts to prepare seedbeds 
about the middle of July, using cal- 
cium cyanamid applied at the rate 
of 75 pounds to 1,000 square feet 
and raked into the top two inches 
of the soil. About August 20 he be- 
gins seeding these lawn areas. He 
reported that it costs about 8 cents 
a square foot to follow the pro- 
cedure. This figure includes the cost 
of peat moss, which he uses at the 
rate of four bales to 1,000 square 
feet, but not of any additional top- 
soil that may be needed. The fol- 
lowing spring, during the first two 
weeks in March, he gives a complete 
fertilizer application, using 20 to 25 
pounds of a 5-10-5 fertilizer with at 
least 50 per cent organic material. 

The big discussion on the floor was 
on the use of sodium arsenate as a 
method of killing weeds, or a bent 
lawn, prior to starting a new lawn. 
James Maxwell, Harry C. Hyson 
Associates, Glen Cove, reported that 
one quart of 52 per cent sodium 
arsenate can be sprayed with 25 gal- 
lons of water to cover 5,000 square 
feet. This amount thoroughly covers 
the vegetation, but should not soak 
into the soil. Within two days the 
vegetation is killed. 

Nurse grasses were also discussed. 
Redtop and Poa trivialis were sug- 
gested as being the best. Some land- 
scape contractors are still using rye, 
timothy, orchard grass, alta fescue, 
etc. But others felt that rye and timo- 
thy should not be included in any 
such mixture for the average subur- 
ban lawn. 

Dick Papenhausen, Lindenhurst, 
was asked how to control weeds in a 
small nursery, such as the ones main- 
tained by most landscape contrac- 
tors. He recommended the use of Si- 
mazine, but said that the nursery soil 
must be cleared before an applica- 
tion is made and that it should fol- 
low after heavy irrigation. He re- 
ported that four pounds in 50 gal- 
lons of water per acre was effective 
and that it cost approximately $12 
per acre. This, he said, gives an ex- 
cellent control in such plants as hem- 
locks, azaleas and roses and produces 
no harm to ground covers such as 
pachysandra. He suggested that it be 
tried on a few foundation plantings.

Comments on Business Management in the Nursery 


By John J. Pinney 





HIGHWAY LANDSCAPING 


The superhighways, mostly devel- 
oped in the past 10 years, are a 
necessity for the heavily populated 
areas where rapid movement of a 
large volume of traffic is important. 
They are variously called turnpikes, 
parkways, throughways and _limit- 
ed-access highways. 
them have been in existence long 
enough to give impressions of their 
landscaping. 

Landscaping of these highways in- 
volves many factors that do not oc- 
cur in the general practice of land- 
scaping. These factors include such 
things as safety, clear vision, straight- 
ness and the avoidance of distract- 
ing influences. The landscaping I 
saw during a recent trip over several 
of these highways was good, but 
there was room for improvement. 

Along most of the highways the 
shoulders and median strip between 
the lanes were sodded or sown and 
mowed as a lawn. This clipped ef- 
fect appeared appropriate in built- 
up areas, but less so in rural, moun- 
tain or wooded areas. There, grass 
mowed with a sickle bar would seem 
more attractive, or it could be left 
standing high enough to encourage 
the growth of wildflowers. During 
the dormant season the fire hazard 
must, of course, be considered, be- 
cause the grass is not cut close. On 
the other hand, natural grass re- 
duces sound along a highway and 
adds a minor factor of safety if a 
car leaves the highway in an acci- 
dent. 

Preserve Existing Beauty 

In general, the preservation, if 
possible, of existing trees is more 
effective than the planting of new 
ones. Trees are perhaps most effec- 
tive where they exist in cuts that 
have been made through woodlands 
and forests in rural areas. When 
trees are planted, a long period must 
elapse before they look natural, espe- 
cially because the spacing in most 
cases is such that a natural effect is 
not quite achieved. It seems to take 
at least 25 years for tree plantings 
to give a natural effect. The tree 
plantings along old Saw Mill River 
parkway, for example, are nearly 
perfect, but are planted too methodi- 
cally. The choice of both the tree 
and shrub planting lacks color. In 


A number of 


one sense that may be good because 
drivers may be less distracted, yet 
they need enough “attention getters” 
so the monotony does not put them 
to sleep. The passengers certainly 
would enjoy added color; for that, a 
different choice of plants would help. 

The only planting I considered an 
error was a single row of pines (trav- 
eling at 60 miles an hour I thought 
they looked like Austrian pines) 
planted down the narrow median 
strip. As these pines grow older and 
lose their lower limbs, the continual 
flickering of the approaching head- 
lights will be annoying. On another 
stretch a 4 to 5-foot mound of soil 
divided the lanes. Such a divider, 
or perhaps a dense hedge would be 
safer than the pines. 


Effective Use of Shrubs 


On long stretches of highway the 
planting of masses of shrubs is hard- 
ly called for, but the bareness of 
most underpasses and bridges makes

PESTICIDE HANDBOOK 


Recently released, the 1959 edi- 
tion of Pesticide Handbook is the 
11th such publication issued by the 
College Science Publisher, State Col- 
lege, Pa. Completely revised, con- 
taining many additions and com- 
piled and edited again by Donald 
E. H. Frear, professor of agricultural 
and biological chemistry, Pennsyl- 
vania State College, University Park, 
Pa., the paper-bound edition sells 
for $1.75 and the cloth-bound, for 
$3.25. The 1958 edition was sold out 
early in January of this year. 

The 250-page handbook lists the 
names, active ingredients and manu- 
facturers of over 7,000 insecticides, 
herbicides, rodenticides and other 
agricultural chemicals and equip- 
ment. This is an increase of over 
900 products over last year’s list. 
New legal tolerances for all pesti- 
cides, as well as compatibilities and 
antidotes for all pesticides, both old 
and new, are other valuable material 
in the volume.

AUSTRALIAN PLANTS 


Those in this country interested in 
the adaptation of plants of other 
climes to American gardens will find 
new material in “Australian Native 
Plants for Home Gardens,” just pub. 
lished by the Lothian Publishing Co, 
Melbourne, Australia, at 45 shillings, 
This book of over 160 pages describes 
a considerable number of species, the 
comments being arranged alphabeti- 
cally - according to the botanical 
names, with notes on special appli- 
cations or groups interspersed. Sey- 
enty or more of the plants are pic- 
tured, and an index according to 
common names makes reference easy 
for those intrigued by the unusual 
titles of some of the plants “down 
under.” 

This book is an indication of the 
advance of gardening in Australia, 
now that its residents have pro- 
gressed with their gardens so far that 
they wish to introduce the plants 
which originally grew in their land, 
Other indications of that advance 
are the garden books appearing in 
Australia and the plant societies ex- 
panding there. 


JAPANESE GARDENS 


The avowed attempt of “Japanese 
Gardens for Today,” by David H. 
Engel, is to present the theories and 
techniques of Japanese gardens, old 
and new, so that they may be applied 
in some degree to landscape practices 
in other countries. The author has 
attempted to do this earnestly and in 
detail. The result is not only a pres- 
entation of the Japanese art of 
planting design, but also an unusual- 
ly handsome book of some size and 
weight, composed of 270 pages of 
heavy texture, 81x11 inches, carry- 
ing several hundred illustrations and 
bound in appropriate linen-covered 
board binding. 

Part I presents the theory, fairly 
briefly but in detail. Part IT presents 
the practice, discussing design tech- 
niques, arranging rocks and stones, 
water features, enclosures, pavements 
and artifacts. Part III, entitled “The 
Realization,” comprises the bulk of 
the book and most of the illustra- 
tions, offering manifold details of 
gardens and the features that go into 
their composition, of various mate- 
rials. Part IV lists most of the plants 
found in Japanese gardens, small il- 
lustrations being accompanied by 
brief descriptions.

Rich was reported at the recent 
meeting of the American Phytopa- 
thological Society at Pennsylvania 
State University. 

This organic chemical, the 2,682nd 
one to be tested in their long-time 
creening program, prevents certain 
fungi from developing spores. In the 
past, plant pathologists have been 
wecessful only in finding chemicals 
that control fungus diseases by either 
destroying the fungi in the plant un- 
der attack or that protect plants 
by killing spores as they arrive from 
other sources. 

Discovery of this antisporulant, 
which prevents the development of 
pores without necessarily killing the 
lungus, broadens the field of search 
lor better ways of fighting plant dis- 
tases with chemicals. 

The scientists believe that their 
disovery provides a direction for 
tew research for plant disease-fight- 
ing chemicals. Further, the fact that 
compound 2682 affects the morphol- 
‘gy of spore formation, without af- 
fecting growth morphology, suggests 
research implications that may ulti- 
mately lead to a better understand- 
ing of life processes. 

In laboratory screening experi- 
ments, Dr. Horsfall and Dr. Rich 
fund that the new chemical pre- 
vented spore development by Moni- 
linia fructicola, the fungus that

50 parts per million. It did not com. 
pletely destroy the fungus, however. 
at concentrations as high as 400 parts 
per million. The chemical also was 
an effective antisporulant agains 
botrytis rot, stemphylium leaf spot 
and black mold. 

In limited field tests against bo. 
trytis on tobacco seedlings, the chem. 
ical greatly reduced infection. The 
lesions on stems treated with the 
chemical produced vastly fewe 
spores than those on diseased stems 
of seedlings that were given no treat. 
ment.

HEMLOCK SEEDLING STUDY 


Practical applications of a detailed 
study of eastern hemlock seeds and 
seedlings are suggested in a new Ccir- 
cular, Eastern Hemlock: Growth 
Cycle and Early Years, published by 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven. Based on 
a study made by Jerry S. Olson, 
Hans Nienstaedt, Forest Stearns and 
others, the publication is designated 
as circular 205 and is available to 
nurserymen on request. 

The circular gives information on 
seed testing, nursery practices, chem- 
ical treatments, fertilization and dis- 
ease control in hemlock seedlings. 
Included are a 14-page section on 
the life cycle of eastern hemlock and 
many halftone illustrations. 

A much more detailed report of 
the experiment station’s research on 
hemlock is given in bulletin 620, 
Eastern Hemlock Seeds ard Seed- 
lings, by the same authors. This bul- 
letin includes the text and illustra- 
tions of circular 205 plus 44 pages 
of information on germination proc- 
esses, bud dormancy and stem elon- 
gation. A limited number of copies 
of bulletin 620 are also available 
from the station. 





WINDBREAK BULLETIN 


Many values and uses of wind- 
breaks, both field and farmstead, are 
pointed out in miscellaneous publi- 
cation No. 759 of the soil conserva- 
tion service, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Entitled Wind- 
breaks in Conservation Farming and 
written by Arthur E. Ferber, wood- 
land conservationist, the bulletin dis- 
cusses the various functions served 
by windbreaks in conservation and 
gives instructions for planning and 
planting them. An additional sec- 
tion of the 22-page booklet, which 
is illustrated with many diagrams 
and photographic reproductions, out- 
lines maintenance practices for new- 
ly planted and established wind- 
breaks.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE > 


By C. W. Wood 








Phlox Drummondi 

While doing a bit of research 
recently on the southwestern annual 
phlox, P. drummondi, I came upon 
some observations and quotations 
made years ago, some of which may 
be of interest to American Nursery- 
man readers. With that thought in 
mind, I give the following extracts 
from the notes: 

About a century and a quarter 
ago, Phlox drummondi was intro- 
duced to cultivation from seeds col- 
lected in Texas. Seeds were received 
in England in the spring of 1835, 
and the plant was described, named 
and illustrated with a colored plate 
by W. J. Hooker in the Botanical 
Magazine for October, 1835. Hook- 
er’s original description said the 
flowers were “pale purple without; 
within, or on the upper side, of a 
brilliant rose red or purple, varying 
exceedingly on different individuals 
in intensity, and in their more or less 
red or purple tinge; the eye gener- 
ally of an exceeding deep crimson.” 

Lindley, who described and illus- 
trated the plant in the Botanical 
Register in 1837, said the flowers 
were “either light, or deep crimson, 
on the inner surface of the corolla 
and a pale blush on the outside, 
which sets off wonderfully the gen- 
eral effect.” 

Bailey's “Manual of Cultivated 
Plants” says: “Flowers showy, rose- 
red.” Small, in his “Flora of the 
Southeastern United States,” called 
the corolla lavender, and Coulter 
(1891) says: “Corolla red, varying 
to rose, purple or white.” In a more 
recent publication of the Texas agri- 
cultural experiment station, H. B. 
Parks has this to say about the 
plant: “The most noted Phlox in the 
world. This plant came to the atten- 
tion of Drummond, a botanical ex- 
plorer, in 1834. He obtained seed in 
Bexar, Wilson, Gonzales and several 
other counties where this is native. 
The seed was taken to England, and 
from this start came the majority of 
cultivated varieties of Phlox drum- 
mondi. It is known by its early 
blooming period and bright red 
flowers.” 

Reference to a modern seed cata- 
log will reveal the fact that much 
progress has been made during the 
little more than a century since the 
species reached gardens. Even if the 


different opinions quoted before as 
to color are taken as representing 
actual variations in color rather 
than different reactions to the same 
general color, it must be admitted 
that plant breeders have added, in 
modern times, apricot, salmon, pink, 
crimson, lilac, primrose, ruby, scar- 
let, violet, etc. 

Although a great percentage of 
that progress was made in England, 
especially in the earlier days of the 
plant’s popularity, it may be going 
too far to think with Dr. Conard 
that “it must be admitted that the 
development of Phlox drummondi 
into a garden favorite took place in 
Europe. European gardening was 


further advanced than American 
from 1837 to 1900. But one may 
ask: Is this bursting forth into a 


rainbow of colors due to a change 
of climate and soil? Or was it due 
to the release of the plant from the 
restraints imposed by climate and 
competition in Texas? That is, was 
mutation increased, or were the 


usually recurring mutants bette 
able to survive in European gar. 
dens? 

“The species is now under jn. 
vestigation. In due time we may ex. 
pect an exact genetical account of 
its performance and future pros. 
pects. Certainly no plant offers bet. 
ter promise of yielding important 
results in the study of the origin and 
nature of garden varieties. It should 
shed light upon many problems of 
evolution in general.” If such an ac. 
count has been given, it has escaped 
my attention; so I cannot now pur- 
sue any further that phase of the 
subject. 

Thus, a rather insignificant an. 
nual has grown into one of the most 
important garden plants and is now 
furnishing science with laborator 
material for the solution of some of 
the problems of plant genetics. The 
plant needs no introduction to nurs. 
erymen or gardeners, for it is a part 
of much garden work, both land- 
scape and for cutting. Nurserymen

who grow cut flowers and bedding 
annuals (most neighborhood nurs- 
erymen do) and grow P. drummondi 
only for outdoor cutting in sum- 
mer and plant sales at bedding-out 
time may well investigate its possi- 
bilities for spring cutting and for pot 
plant sales for Mothers’ day. Seed- 
lings grown as cutting material may 
be potted off singly and later trans- 
planted to a ground bed or bench in 
a coolhouse (50 degrees Fahrenheit 
is about right). Better yet, in cases 
where bench or bed space is avail- 
able at that time, seeds may be 
planted directly where they are to 
be flowered. This method does away 
with the work of potting and trans- 
planting. Under both systems, the 
plants should have good stem length 
and flowers of good keeping quality. 
To grow them as pot plants for 


Mothers’ day, one should sow the 
seeds during the first 10 days of 
February. These plants will be 


ready for potting by the end of the 
month, when four or five plants are 
placed in a 6-inch bulb pan. The 
nana compacta, or dwarf kinds, are 
preferred for pot work, while the 
grandifloras are better for cutting. 
Alyssum Borzaeanum 


Last spring I saw plants of Alys- 
sum borzaeanum in bloom in a gar- 
den that I was visiting. I had not 
seen it for more than a decade and 
had quite forgotten it, but the 
beauty of its silvery leaves and bright 
yellow (not brassy) blooms brought 
back pleasant memories. It makes a 
lovely silvered mat, from which 
spring stems to six inches or so in 
length, bearing corymbs: of flowers 
later than any other alyssum that I 
remember. Coming from Romania, 
it should be hardy in most sections 
of the country, and it should be of 
value to the neighborhood grower 
who can show its beauty to his cus- 
tomers. Ordinary alyssum treatment 
seems to suit it. Although I do not 
remember growing it from cuttings, 
I find in the literature that it grows 
readily from new growths. 

Erigeron Felicity 

Of the available new erigerons 
that I saw in a midwest nursery in 
1958 and 1959, I believe that the 
variety Felicity was the most im- 
pressive to me. Its clump of pretty 
foliage serves as a background for a 


succession of large (two inches 
across), deep pink, narrow-rayed 
daisies, on stems to two feet in 


height, from June into autumn. But 
one cannot fully appreciate its value 
as a garden ornament and as cutting 
material until he has grown it. If

Talinum 

A Kentucky nurseryman asks if 
there is a species of flameflower 
talinum) that he could use to aé- 
vantage. During the height of rod 
garden popularity, I grew four or fiv 
kinds and found virtue in all of 
them.

marks to Talinum calycinum, known 
to gardeners as cherry sunbright, | 
believe.

Two Unusual Annuals 


In response to several inquiries 
lately on unusual annuals, I submit 
these notes on two items that should 
interest growers who are on the

A plant that elicits much interest 
from gardeners when they first see 
it is the south African  scrophv- 
lariad, Diascia barberae, and it jus 
tifies that interest by being a good 
performer in the purchaser's garden 
In fact, it is one of the most satis- 
factory bedding annuals that | 
know, blooming continuously and 
profusely from June until the snows, 
and doing it with ease and grace 
Some of the literature speaks of it 
as being generally rose pink in color, 
with pink and orange not rare. | 
never saw orange in my trials, but 
at one time had a strain which was 
quite uniformly salmon pink 


As the plant grew here in a 
ern, Michigan in light sandy soil, i 
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Howers. 
filled with bright yellow stamens 
Although the flowers are fiveting 
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never got more than a foot tall and 
bloomed better, I believe, than it did 
in a friend’s garden on a rather rich 
clay. Handled like any ordinary 
half-hardy annual (sown indoors in 
March or early April and planted 
out after danger of severe frosts is 
over), it should behave as mentioned 
before. 

Alonsoas have long been known in 
gardens, but seem to have made lit- 
tle impression on the present genera- 
tion of American gardeners. Perhaps 
many look upon the flaming scarlet 
and other bright red shades of the 
kinds generally available as being 
too barbaric. There is no denying 
the fact, though, that alonsoas be- 
have admirably as bedding material, 
blooming profusely throughout sum- 
mer and autumn until cut down by 
frost. And when one finds a color as 
pleasing as the light salmon pink of 
Alonsoa mutisi, he has a plant of 
more than ordinary value. 

It responds splendidly to generous 
treatment, growing to 18 inches, 
and needs more moisture than the 
diascia mentioned before. Being 
tender to frost, it must not be put 
outside until settled weather arrives. 
That means it must be given a fairly 
early start (March or April) indoors 
for a long season of bloom. Because 
the individual flowers drop while 
still in their full beauty, the plants 
are rather untidy unless they are 
underplanted with a ground cover 
of open growth that will conceal the 
fallen flowers. I found that a few 
plants of the white annual alyssum 
served that purpose well.

by the management to improve op. 
erations. Accurate daily records of 
costs should be kept, and the entire 
program reviewed occasionally to 
eliminate items that are nonproduc. 
tive. 

The management should keep 
constant analysis of the work load 
in the office to eliminate unneces. 
sary effort, Mr. Lamb asserted. He 
suggested the use of laborsaving de. 
vices such as cost-accounting ma. 
chines and similar equipment as a 
means of speeding up office opera. 
tions. An accurate filing system 
should be developed and maintained 
so that information is readily avail. 
able. All payroll check stubs should 
show not only the amount paid and 
to whom, but also such items as the 
number of hours worked, all deduc. 
tions made and the reasons for the 
deductions and other pertinent data, 

Mr. Lamb stressed the importance 
of developing policies governing 
field and office operations. He said 
a definite time should be established 
for giving out pay checks and no de- 
viation made in this policy. He ad- 
vised developing and publishing a 
set of rules covering all phases of 
company operations, giving each 
employee a copy and then enforcing 
these rules. “People,” he said, “find 
a sense of security in having rules 
to go by.” 

Pesticides and Birds 


“Is Tree Spraying Harmful to 
Birds?” was the subject of an excel- 
lent paper presented by Joseph A. 
Dietrich, superintendent of parks, 
Greenwich, Conn. Remarking that 
a great deal of criticism has been 
directed in recent years against 
agencies that use pesticides in con- 
trol of plant diseases and injurious 
insects, Mr. Dietrich said this has 
resulted in many effective chemicals’ 
being shunned by the general public. 
“DDT is one of the best tools ever 
developed for insect control, yet this 
material has been blamed for all 
manner of ills,” he asserted. 

Much of the criticism of DDT is 
unjustified by facts, and he empha- 
sized that “there is no known record 
of any actual human death due to 
the use of DDT.” “Nor,” he added, 
“has 13 years’ use of DDT in spray- 
ing trees disastrously affected birds.” 
He mentioned the recent court case 
brought against users of DDT in 
control of the gypsy moth and brief- 
ly reviewed the decision, which stat- 
ed, in effect, that the claims of dam- 
age were not supported by facts. 

He pointed out that the use of 
pesticides which have been developed 
since the beginning of World War Il 
has resulted in greatly incre

yields of agricultural crops. Health 
conditions in many areas have im- 
proved, he said, due to the use of 
some of the newer insecticides in 
control of disease-carrying insects. 
With regard to safeguards for the 
public. Mr. Dietrich cited the 
United States laws governing label- 
ing and application of pesticides and 
said these laws provide a great meas- 
ure of protection. 


Facts Disregarded 








“Despite all the proven benefits 
and advantages provided by the 
newer pesticides and the laws gov- 
trning their use,” Mr. Dietrich re- 
marked, “certain segments of the 
population disregard these facts and 
seek to eliminate or greatly restrict 
the use of all pesticidal materials. 


These people have no concern for 
any plants; birds and wildlife are 
their only interest.” 

In this situation the tree men are 
“caught in the middle,” he said, “for 
spraying must be done to control de- 
foliators, disease-carrying insects, 
mosquitoes, flies and other pests.” 
He pointed out that tree men gen- 
erally are sincere conservationists 
and seek by every means possible to 
avoid injuring birds, wildlife and 
other natural resources in their 
spray operations. 

In closing, Mr. Dietrich advo- 
cated continued use of the utmost 
care in the application of pesticides. 
“This,” he said, “will do much to 
counteract the adverse criticism of 
chemicals that are proven effective 
tools in pest control work.”

CUSTOMER'S INJURY 


Because an employee negligenth 
placed a wheelbarrow just behind, 
shopper in a nurseryman’s store, , 
Texas nursery company had to pa 
$8,000 plus court costs, attorneys 
fees and other expense. 

How it happened is told in » 
opinion by the Texas Court of Ciyj 
Appeals, Texarkana, in the recep; 
case of J. Weingarten, Inc., vs. Bena. 
vides, 323 S.W. 2d 166. 

Mrs. Benavides and her husband 
had gone to the Weingarten nur. 
ery to buy shrubbery and flower 
While making these purchases the 
also purchased a 50-lb. bag of fer. 
tilizer, which was loaded on a larg 
wheelbarrow that looked like , 
wheelbarrow built for hauling cop. 
crete. 

When Mr. & Mrs. Benavides had 
completed the purchases, they went 
to the cashier to pay for same. Ap 
employee of the nursery followed 
and stopped the wheelbarrow imme. 
diately behind Mrs. Benavides 
About the time Mrs. Benavides com- 
pleted paying for her purchases, the 
wheelbarrow was turned over with 
such force that it knocked her down, 
pinned her to the floor and bruised 
her left leg and buttock. 

The injury necessitated 19 trips to 
see her doctor for treatment. In the 
course of the treatment a blood clot 
developed in her leg and had to be 
drained by surgery. A drain tube was 
inserted in the leg and had to be 
worn for several days. 

Mrs. Benavides testified that she 
was off from work for five weeks 
and suffered much severe pain up 
until the time of the trial. At the 
time of the trial there was stil 
swelling in the left leg, and a large 
area around the place of the wound 
was discolored. 

The doctor who testified at the 
trial stated that Mrs. Benavides had 
complained bitterly about the pain 
she was suffering. Mrs. Benavides 
worked in the office of Sakowitz 
Bros., Houston, Tex., and, even 
though her work was done sitting 
down, the injury caused her much 
pain and discomfort. It also caused 
her pain while doing her chores 
a housewife at home. 

Here are the principal passages 
of the appellate court’s opinion: 

“Appellant bases its defense upot 
the allegation that a small chili 
turned the wheelbarrow over and 
caused it to strike Mrs. Benavides 
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and that such act was a new and 
independent cause for which appel- 
lant could not be held liable as a 
matter of law. 

“Trial was to a jury which found 
that an employee of appellant placed 
behind Mrs. Benavides the loaded 
wheelbarrow which struck her; that 
such placing of the wheelbarrow was 
negligence; that such negligence was 
a proximate cause of the injuries to 
Mrs. Benavides; that neither of ap- 
pellees knew of the presence of the 
wheelbarrow immediately behind 
Mrs. Benavides at the time and on 
the occasion in question; that a child 
did not grab the handle or handles 
of the wheelbarrow and cause the 
wheelbarrow to turn or tilt over 
against or onto Mrs. Benavides; that 
the accident was not the result of 
an unavoidable accident, and fixed 
the damages at the sum of $8,000. 

“On the question of nonliability 
as a matter of law, even if the child 
had overturned the wheelbarrow, the 
contention of appellant that it is not 
liable as a matter of law is not well 
taken. The jury found that the plac- 
ing of the wheelbarrow immediately 
behind Mrs. Benavides was negli- 
gence and a proximate cause of her 
injuries. We find and conclude that 
the evidence is sufficient to support 
this finding. 

“It is not contended by appellant 
that the overturning of the wheel- 
barrow was not negligence. And if 
the child did overturn it, that was 
a concurring act of negligence for 
which the appellant is liable in dam- 
ages. 

“The record in this case clearly 
shows that if the child did overturn 
the wheelbarrow that it was a con- 
curring act of negligence so closely 
related to that of appellant that un- 
der the authorities above cited, the 
appellant is liable.” A. S.

Gardens 
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The Importance of Non-Nursery Outlets 


By Elmer J. Merz 


It is common knowledge that there 
has been a big change in retailing 
in recent years. It is also true that 
competition in all business is keener 
than ever before. Today it seems 
that just about every retail estab- 
lishment, whether it be downtown, or 
in the neighborhood, whether it be a 
shopping center, specialty shop, 
drugstore, service station, discount 
house or department store, is selling 
just about everything that it can get 
its hands on. 

In earlier years, in buying plants 
and most garden supplies, people 
naturally thought of nurseries, but 
just as economic changes have made 
changes in the buying habits of peo- 
ple, these changes have affected the 
merchandising practices as they re- 
late to nursery stock and garden 
supplies. What have been the fac- 
tors to cause this change? Just how 
far will this go in affecting those in 
the nursery business? 

Most would be inclined to say 
that this change has come about only 
during the past few years. But I sub- 
mit that the real trend (that finally 
has caught up with us in the nursery 
business) goes back as far as 1930. 
You will recall that, prior to that 
time, the majority of retail groceries 
and markets were smal! neighbor- 
hood stores, generally a family-type 
store run by the owner and, in many 
instances, his wife and children. The 
neighborhood store was the main 
outlet for the sale of food items. 

Shortly after 1930 we saw the 
trend toward chain store operation, 
and the individual neighborhood 
store began to fade from the pic- 
ture as groups of retail stores formed 
a chain organization, but in those 
early days these stores still kept 
the characteristics of food stores, 
handling mainly food items. 


Supermarket Trends 


In the early 1950’s we saw the 
rapid development of supermarket- 
type operation. The trend in mer- 
chandising in the supermarkets pre- 
sented a new business phase to shop- 
pers and resulted in stepping up 
their offerings into nonfood items to 
the extent that in 1954 in California 
16 per cent of the stores were ac-

counting for 71 per cent of sales, and, 
even more amazing, the nonfood 
items outnumbered the food items 
in these stores as much as 3 to 1. 

When any organization plunges 
into nonfood items, it attracts the 
rapt attention of all similar opera- 
tors, who wonder how far they dare 
wade in themselves. Since 1950, 
food item sales in supermarkets have 
increased 86 per cent while the sale 
of nonfood items has increased over 
700 per cent. Reports show that the 
nonfood items that have met with 
the greatest success in supermarkets 
are generally health and beauty aids, 
housewares, magazines and books, 
soft goods, toys, phonograph records, 
etc. They are generally low in price, 
widely used, quickly consumed or 
worn out and need no personal sell- 
ing. 


Why Nursery Stock Attracts 


Now, let us see what there is about 
nursery stock that presents such an 
attraction to the supermarkets and 
is now attracting others. To under- 
stand the situation, we must recog-

nize the implications of the following 
obvious facts: ] 

1. The nursery business is no long. 
er a small industry. It is a large busi. 
ness. 

2. The nursery business is no long. 
er a simple industry. It is increasing. 
ly complex and changing industry, 

3. The nursery business is no long. 
er only a producer of agricultural 
products. It is a highly commercial- 
ized industry as well. 

In California we have been devel. 
oping an exceptional business climate 
for the nursery industry as the re. 
sult of great increases in population; 
the tremendous home-building pro. 
gram; more employment, which 
means more spendable dollars; more 
leisure hours, and an exceptionally 
ideal climate for gardening, all of 
which have made California an out. 
standing market for the sale of nurs- 
ery stock and garden supplies. 

As a result of these favorable con- 
ditions, the sale of nursery stock has 
been transformed from a business of 
selling plants to hobbyists, to a sale 
of plants to a mass market. The hob.

pared with the average markup on 
food items of about 18 to 20 per cent, 
is certainly going to be attractive if 
it can be handled successfully by the 
outlet. 

However, by the same token, al- 
though the nonfood items might look 
attractive, these large chain opera- 
tions will not view an item only in 
the light of its markup. Its rate of 
sale or turnover is equally impor- 
tant. Traditionally, the food chain 
business has been one of rapid turn- 
over and small margin. Sales ve- 
locity is essential to the success of 
this formula. Many nonfood items 
move slowly and require a higher in- 
vestment and return less total dollar 
profit to these large establishments. 
Based upon their normal formula, 
nursery stock may not prove too at- 
tractive in the long run. 

The question then that has to be 
decided by management is whether 
a nonfood item is really profitable. 
As a rule the supermarkets figure 
that any item that is given good dis- 
play and does not turn over at least 
eight times a year is not worth han- 
dling. If the stores are compelled to 
close out an item because of failure 
to move, they generally make drastic 
price cuts, a fact that they weigh 
carefully. The observation has been 
made that the quicker you get out 
of slow sellers, the better (and I 
might observe that this is a good 
policy for nurserymen as well). You 
will notice that when supermarkets 
start cutting prices, reductions of 
25 and even 50 per cent are actually 
used. 

Change in Viewpoint Possible 

I believe that while we are going 
through a cycle in the merchandis- 
ing of nursery stock through non- 
nursery channels now, most of these 
outlets are going to find, after han- 
dling nursery stock for a few sea- 
sons, that it is not a good item for 
them, and we are going to see a trend 
in the other direction. I base this 
statement upon the fact that nine 
out of every 10 persons who buy 
nursery stock need the sound advice 
and expert guidance that has to go 
along with practically every sale of 
plant material that is made. 

This is not to say that there will 
not be sales of plant material on 
price only. Prices are, of course, a 
powerful stimulant and will move a 
lot of nursery stock through chan- 
nels other than recognized nurseries. 
But inasmuch as such outlets will be 
competing with one another entirely 
upon a price basis, the supermarkets, 
the gas stations and others will be 
splitting up all such sales among 
themselves; that is, those sales that

Producers’ Problem 


We must recognize, too, that th 
producer of nursery stock is en. 
titled to have a market through 
which his products can be sold. For 
example, let us take the producer of 
roses, because this is one of the more 
popular selling items in the non-nur- 
ery outlets. Assuming that nursery. 
men as a general practice follow a 
policy of handling only quality stock, 
the nursery outlets will absorb only 
the No. 1 grade roses of the grower. 

But any rose grower will tell you 
that generally less than 50 per cent 
of the roses he produces will grade as 
No. 1. I think it will be nearer the 
fact if I say probably 40 per cent 
would grade No. 1. So this leaves 
the grower with 50 to 60 per cent of 
his production that would not nor- 
mally be salable as No. 1 grade 
through the regular retail nursery 
channels. 

No grower could continue in bus- 
ness long if he could sell only 40 per 
cent of his plants; so obviously he 
must find an outlet for the other 60 
per cent of his production if he is 
going to stay in business. If he de- 
stroyed all but the No. 1 grade and 
had to get his production costs out of 
the top grade only, the cost of roses 
would go up tremendously. You 
would be paying practically twice as 
much at the wholesale level, and you 
can readily see what this would 
mean at the retail level. 

As production of nursery stock in- 
creases in all lines, there must be 
outlets for this stock; otherwise the 
producer cannot continue to carry 
on. This becomes rather a Franken- 
stein in one way, because the grower 
must look to many of the non- 
nursery outlets to move the less de- 
sirable grades of stock. Remember 
you cannot control sizes and grades 
in growing nursery stock as can be 
done in manufacturing most prod- 
ucts. Every grower is faced with the 
fact that a certain quantity of what 
he produces is not going to be of 
suitable quality for the better nurs-

Carolina State 
sociation. 

Included in the gift were nearly 
3,000 plants and trees, and as more 
space is made available on the fair- 
grounds, additional plants will be re- 
quired.

ROSE ROOTSTOCK TESTS 


Oregon State College, Corvallis, 
Ore.. has for a number of years 
been working on the rootstock prob- 
lem for garden roses and has con- 
ducted extensive tests with the most 
commonly used rootstock for this 
type of rose, namely Rosa multiflora. 
In the initial tests, 15 selected north- 
ern types and three commercial 
strains from Texas were used. The 
initial problem was bud failure, di- 
vided into two types: One, in which 
the bud shield fails to unite with the 
cambium, and the other, pinch- 
off, in which the union is at first 
successful but there is a failure the 
following spring caused by a rupture 
of the bud itself apparently because 
of an anatomical or mechanical 
weakness found in the expanding 
shoot. 

In the first tests, conducted be- 
tween 1948 and 1950, 20,000 cut- 
tings of the 15 strains of northern 
multiflora were budded with Mme. 
Henri Guillot and President Herbert 
Hoover. Notes were made on varia- 
tion caused by (1) rootstock, (2) 
sion variety, (3) time of planting, 
4) method of growing, (5) time of 
budding and (6) treatment of the 
stock at budding time, all as in- 
fluencing either of the two forms of 
bud failure. 

Rootstock variation and _treat- 
ment of the stock at budding time 
had the greatest influences on bud 
failure. There were great differences 
between the different strains of Rosa 
multiflora. Also the practice of top- 
ping the rootstock at budding time 
greatly decreased the pinch-off type 
of bud failure. Spring planting also 
decreased pinch-off, while either fall 
planting or shallow planting in- 
creased it. Also, any practice that 
produced vigorous growth of the 
rootstock prior to the time of bud- 
ding was detrimental to the success 
of the union. 

The same 15 strains of Rosa multi- 
flora were used in 1953 and 1954 
to bud 6,000 more plants of Etoile de 
Hollande, Mrs. Sam McGredy and 
President Herbert Hoover. In 1955 
and 1956, 6,000 more were budded 
with the varieties Shining Star, Ena 
Harkness, Crimson Glory, Kaiserin 
Auguste Viktoria, The Doctor and 
Mrs. Pierre S. du Pont. In_ this 
case, only the five best performing 
strains were used. Plants were placed 
in the nursery row and judged on

the basis of (1) degree of fall forcing 
(premature elongation of the new 
bud in the fall which gives rise to 
the pinching-off), (2) grade of 
plants produced, (3) rootstock suck. 
ering below the bud union and (4) 
flower production in the rose gar. 
den. 

The resulting data showed that it 
was possible to make superior selec. 
tions of Rosa multiflora for use as 
rootstock. It was also evident that 
rootstocks that produced the best 
nursery stock, smooth in appearance, 
did not necessarily produce the best 
garden plants. Some rose varieties 
were greatly influenced by the root. 
stock selection; others showed little 
influence. There was no one superior 
strain of Rosa multiflora for all va. 
rieties. 

While the strains Texas Clark 
Oregon I, Oregon III and Oregon 
VI had produced uniformly smooth, 
fibrous and pliable roots favored by 
the nurseryman, garden performance 
showed that Oregon V, Oregon VI 
and Oregon VIII produced the most 
vigorous plants in the garden and 
the most flowers, although there was 
no single stock that was best for 
all varieties. 

Oregon V had the undesirable 
habit of forming its roots on one 
side of the cutting only, thus giving 
a lopsided effect to a bareroot plant. 
Oregon VIII was too thorny to be 
desirable for the nursery operations. 
Oregon VI is a thornless type that 
performs satisfactorily in both nurs- 
ery and garden. It makes a poorer 
cutting than Oregon I and Oregon 
III, but it produces new roots rap- 
idly after transplanting. Oregon I 
and Oregon III produced the best 
wood for cuttings, and, although 
the plants produced were not the 
best, they were acceptable.  C. 





TWO BORERS CONTROLLED 


Both parathion and DDT were 
found to be effective in controlling 
the bronze birch borer, Agrilus anxi- 
us, and the flat-headed apple tree 
borer, Chrysobothris femorata, by 
Robert E. Williams and Ralph B. 
Neiswander, of the Ohio agricultural 
experiment station, Wooster. The 
investigation, carried out on orna- 
mental trees in 1956 and 1957, is 
reported in the Journal of Economic 
Entomology, volume 52, No. 2. 

The bronze birch borer, especially 
destructive to white birch, Betula 
alba, and paper birch, Betula papy- 
rifera, causes a stag-headed appear- 
ance to heavily infested trees. Eggs 
deposited by the female beetle in 
cracks and crevices of the bark pro- 
duce larvae (borers) that burrow

into the cambium, often girdling the 
tree. Egg laying reaches a peak in 
June and July after the borers com- 
plete development in the tree and 
the adults begin to emerge in May. 
Initial spray applications were, 
therefore, made the last week in May 









to coincide with adult emergence. 
Results of the work of two seasons 
indicate that all treatments reduced 
the borer populations, but the results 
with one, two and three applications 
of DDT were somewhat erratic. 
Parathion and a mixture containing 
malathion and DDT were the most 
eflective measures. 

Experiments on the flat-headed 
apple tree borer were conducted on

red and silver maples, white birch, 
dogwood and honey locust. By a 
special technique, cut apple tree 
boles were also used as test units. 
Sprays for this borer were applied 
to the trunks and large branches of 
the trees in late May. Examination 
of the trees in the fall indicated that 
parathion was outstanding in pre- 
venting borer attack. Thimet was 
relatively ineffective, and the DDT 
treatments gave variable results. 
However, DDT supplemented with a 
polyethylene compound was effec- 
tive. Indications are that one appli- 
cation of DDT supplemented with a 
liquid latex or a polyethylene com- 
pound to the trunks of newly trans-

planted trees may be adequate for 
the control of the flat-headed apple 
tree borer. 


REDUCE PINE DAMAGE 


Damage to pine seedlings by the 
pales weevil and the pitch-eating 
weevil can be reduced by dipping 
the plants in 1 per cent concentra- 
tions of BHC, aldrin, heptachlor or 
dieldrin, according to a report in the 
Journal of Economic Entomology, 
volume 51, No. 6, by R. C. Thatcher, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Experiments were carried out on 
plots of loblolly pine seedlings. Two

methods of application were used — 
total dips, in which both tops and 
roots of the seedlings were immersed, 
and top dips, in which special care 
was taken to protect the roots from 
the chemicals. Total dipping is more 
practical, as it requires less equip- 
ment and supervision. 

All of the chemical treatments re- 
duced seedling mortality. BHC, al- 
drine and dieldrin were the most 
effective, but only dips containing 
0.5 to 2.0 per cent BHC as a suspen- 
sion reduced attack of the seedlings 
by the weevils to a significant level. 

In the field, the chemicals caused 
little loss of seedlings, with the ex- 
ception of 2 per cent gamma con- 
centrations used as a total dip. 
Height grown was reduced by total 
dips in both 1 and 2 per cent BHC.

SPRUCE BUDWORM SPRAY 


DDT was the best of several 
chemicals evaluated for their toxicity 
to the spruce budworm, Choristo- 
neura fumiferana, by J. P. Secrest 
and Dorothy G. Thornton, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
division of forest insect research. Re- 
ported in the Journal of Economic 
Entomology, volume 52, No. 2, this 
paper presents the results of a series 
of tests with DDT, BHC, aldrin, diel- 
drin and endrin. 

The standard for comparison was 
a 12 per cent DDT solution in oil, 
similar to that commonly used for 
aerial application. The other insecti- 
cides were (1) BHC at 4 per cent 
gammas isomer in fuel oil and also 
in a xylene emulsion; (2) aldrin at 
3.16 per cent in fuel oil; (3) dieldrin 
at 1.8 per cent in a xylene-fuel oil 
mixture, and (4) endrin at 1.4 per 
cent emulsion. 

The insecticides were applied to 
6-inch twigs of balsam fir in a pre- 
cision laboratory spray chamber cali- 
brated to give an application rate of 
one gallon per acre. Five larvae, col- 
lected from nearby forest stands, 
were exposed on each twig. Aftet 
treatment, each twig was kept in a 
cardboard tray until records of the 
live and dead larvae could be made. 

DDT proved to be superior for 
killing budworm larvae in every 
test. Differences between BHC, en- 
drin and the unsprayed controls 
were not significant. In tests where 
the insecticide deposits were sub- 
jected to weathering for three days, 
one week and two weeks before lar- 
vae were exposed to the chemicals, 
DDT was better than each of the 
other materials, except in some of 
the 3-day-old deposits where there 
was no significant difference between 


DDT and BHC. I.

Pachysandra Terminalis 





The ground cover, Pachysandra 
terminalis, moved up the ladder of 
preference after the severe winter 
of 1958-59 when English ivy took a 
beating. I find the most profitable 
way to handle this plant is to use 
rooted cuttings (about 180 to a flat) 
that can be retailed at a good profit. 
They are easier to plant than the 
stringy field plants. 

Before the blight struck in Penn- 
wlvania, the forests must have been 
gpectacular during the blossoming 
period of chestnuts. This year I saw 
them in bloom south of Wheeling, 
W. Va., during June, and in July I 
gw a chestnut in bloom in western 
Pennsylvania; the creamy-white 
blooms are large and not lost in 
the foliage. 

Since floribunda roses seem to be 
more resistant than others to attacks 
of mildew and black spot, they fill 
a definite need. On a large estate 
where I have worked I laid down 
the rules on how to conquer (or hold 
in check) black spot, but it just 
“goes to town” there; so the owner 
is going to reduce the rose garden 
0a minimum. However, he is going 
tocontinue with the floribundas that 
ae on another part of the grounds. 
Rosenelfe, introduced by Dreer in 
this country in 1939, is still, in my 
estimation, a fine rose, and one can 
cut it. My rose expert friends say 
there are better roses, but I still pre- 
fer Rosenelfe. 


Plants for Slopes 


Spiraea macrothyrsa blooms from 
early July into September. It has an 
attractive 4%4-inch-long flower of 
deep pink, but no scent. In some 
locations it may grow to only three 
feet. Its chief selling point is that 
it spreads by underground roots, 
which makes it an excellent plant for 
slopes. Most of the older nurserymen 
have planted S. douglasi, a cross be- 
tween S. douglasi from the northwest 
and §. latifolia. 

Another excellent low shrub for 
slopes is Deutzia gracilis rosea. Rus- 
sl Champion, Champion Nurseries, 
Perry, O., told me about the differ- 
ence between the rosea variety and 
the ordinary D. gracilis. With rosea 
the ends of the branches turn down 
ad root so that it too makes an 
excellent slope shrub. Both of these 
chrubs should gradually take the 
place of the symphoricarpos genus, 
which, in my estimation, has been 


overplanted.

New Plants and 


Old Favorites 
For California 


Reported by Clayton Pleimann 


In a talk entitled “New Plants and 
Old Favorites,” Walter C. Borchers, 
W. B. Clarke & Co., San Jose, Calif., 
addressing a meeting of the Mon- 
terey Bay chapter of the California 
Association of Nurserymen, reported 
in a previous issue of this maga- 
zine, first called attention to the 
changes in the nursery business 
necessitated by present conditions. 

Today, he said, the nurseryman 
must be completely familiar with 
the material he is selling. He has 
a function to perform and a great 
responsibility to the public, to the 
homeowner who wants permanently 
to landscape his grounds with qual- 
ity material and to his fellow nurs- 
erymen who wish to raise the stand- 
ard of ethics in the trade. 

Mr. Borchers then displayed the 
following plants and discussed each 
briefly: 

Chamaecyparis squarrosa Cyano 
Viridis—The blue-green moss cy- 
press is hardy throughout California, 
is upright in growth and holds its 
color extremely well. It is a fine 
accent plant where the color can be 
used to good advantage. 

Juniperus scopulorum Blue Heav- 
en—The Rocky mountain juniper 
has fragrant, distinctively blue, fine- 
textured foliage even in maturity and 
is slightly weeping in habit. 

Brilliant Bottle Brush 

Callistemon citrinus splendens— 
Even at night the brilliant bottle 
brush is spectacular. A native of 
New Zealand, it has bright red 
brushes and green foliage, making 
it an outstanding specimen plant. 
Tolerant of all California climates, 
it tends to become rangy if not 
pruned, but can easily be kept com- 
pact and in heavy bloom. 

Euryops teranatus—The golden 
shrub daisy is a hybrid more vigorous 
than E. pectinatus and has a longer 
blooming season. It supplies color in 
the garden when most other plant 
material in California has faded. 

Magnolia grandiflora St. Mary— 
This magnolia is especially desirable, 
as it grows slower and smaller than 
M. grandiflora. The plants bloom 
when young, the flowers opening to 
12 to 14 inches in diameter and be-

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ing fragrant and pure white. The 
foliage is deep, glossy green above 
and is covered with an attractive 
brown tomentum beneath. 

Mahonia _ lomariaefolia This 
plant is a relatively new mahonia 
from Asia, having large pinnate 
leaves up to 15 inches long. In spring, 
the bronze-color new growth breaks 
from a terminal bud and unfolds 
its new leaves, gaining six to eight 
inches in a few days. In late autumn 
or early winter, huge spikes of 
chrome-vyellow flowers are borne ter- 
minally. The plant has a tropical 
and exotic appearance, and its vig- 
orous growth can be controlled by 
pruning. 

Ochna multiflora—The bird’s-eye 
bush is an attractive shrub that has 
an open growth habit. The fine- 
toothed evergreen leaves have a 
bronze tint, and the yellow flowers 
are followed by red fruit. It is an 
interesting year-round plant. 


Photinia Hybrid 


Photinia frazeri—A hybrid of P. 
serrulata and P. glabra, this plant 
has smooth leaves, and its new 
growth is a brilliant ruby red. It 
tends to be resistant to mildew and 
black spot. 

Stenocarpus sinuatus—The fire 
wheel tree is one of Australia’s most 
beautiful flowering evergreen trees 
and has large oaklike leaves. It bears 
a profusion of bright red, wheel- 
shaped showy flowers. The plant pre- 
fers shade and probably an acid-type 
soil. The climate at San Jose nipped 
the tips of the leaves several winters 
ago. It provides excellent foliage dur- 
ing the 10 or 12 years it takes to 
put on its show of bloom. 

Flowering plum, Hollywood—This 
plant is a large grower, bearing fruits 
almost free of a stone and is suitable 
for canning. The upper sides of the 
leaves are green, while the under- 
sides are red. It can be grown as 
either a flower or fruit tree. 

Laburnum vossi—The long-cluster 
golden chain is a small tree of rapid 
growth, good for a small garden. 
Its fragrant flowers that droop in 
long racemes suggest wistaria. It is 
wonderful for a touch of color in 
the late spring. 


Other Interesting Trees 


Among other interesting trees are 
the red-leaved white birch and the 
red-leaved beech, both grown from 
selected stock but not yet in supply 
for the trade. 

The Japanese maple has wide use 
on patios and small home lots. It is 
popular in both red and green leaves 
and has various leaf types. The new 
lace-leaved form has foliage of spi-

derlike appearance and is veined 
deep green with a golden-mottled 

center. 

Some wonderful plants that are 
overlooked in California are the de- 
ciduous philadelphus, deutzia, poten- 
tilla and lilac. The lilac is difficult 
to handle in this climate, but good 
blooms can be assured if the plant 
is allowed to go dormant early 
enough to set flower buds. Clarke's 
Giant lilac in Mr. Borchers’ garden 
has failed only once in 10 years to 
put on a good show. Philadelphus 
Atlas, Potentilla Kathryn Dykes and 
Deutzia Magician are excellent 
plants to give color and grace to 
the garden when the broad-leaved 
evergreens are not at their best. 





NEMATOCIDE TEST 


Application of a nematocide to 
the planting soil at the time nurs- 
ery stock is transplanted was found 
to have no phytotoxic effects on a 
wide range of stock tested recently 
at the Connecticut agricultural ex- 
periment station, New Haven, Conn. 
The test, described by P. M. Miller 
in the Plant Disease Reporter, vol- 
ume 42, No. 10, was undertaken to 
determine whether any plant dam- 
age is caused by the treatment, 
which has been found effective in 
protecting newly transplanted stock 
during the time when the most im- 
portant nematode injury is known to 
occur. The fumigant controls nema- 
todes that may be present at the 
planting site until the plants have 
established a satisfactory primary 
root system. It can be applied eco- 
nomically and conveniently by retail 
nurserymen, landscape contractors 
or homeowners. 

The nematocide used was DBCP 
(1,2 - dibromo - 3 - chloropropane 
which is sold as Nemagon or Fuma- 
zone. An oil can ejecting a given 
volume of liquid each time was 
found in the test to be a convenient 
and quick applicator for treating a 
large number of plants. Each ejec- 
tion by the type of can used released 
2.2 milliliters of a mixture composed 
of nine parts of water and one part 
of 50 per cent emulsifiable concen- 
trate of DBCP. Each ejection, there- 
fore, contained 0.11 ml. of actual 
DBCP, which is considered an ade- 
quate dosage for one cubic foot of 
soil. 

One half to three quarters of the 
soil was first placed around the roots. 
Then the fumigant was applied, one 
oil can ejection for each estimated 
cubic foot of the planting hole, or 
at approximately 1-foot intervals

and dieback of the aerial portion 
of the affected plants, with occasion- 
al wilting in young shoots. The root 
system shows extensive discoloration 
and a dry root rot. The tissues of 
the root and lower stem are streaked 
or discolored reddish-brown to 
black. Older plants seldom develop 
aerial symptoms until the root sys- 
tem is almost completely rotted. 
Worst in Wet Soils 

This disease has been most severe 
in plantings on poorly drained sites 
or under conditions of high soil mois- 
ture. Growers frequently attribute 
losses to poor drainage, unfavorable 
weather or poor-quality stock. How- 
ever, affected plants fail to recover 
from even the earliest symptoms 
when transplanted or when environ- 
mental conditions improve. Symp- 
tom development is progressive in 
older plantings and often follows 
natural drainage contours or de- 
velops from localized centers. For 
these reasons it was assumed a patho- 
gen was involved. 

The symptoms observed 
spond closely to those described in 
the root rot and dieback of various 
hardwood and coniferous species 
caused by Phytophthora cinnamomi. 
This disease is widespread in the 
Atlantic and southern states on nurs- 
ery stocks, including Taxus cuspi- 
data, T. baccata and T. media. 

From studies and tests, the pa- 
thologists concluded that the dieback 
and root rot disease of taxus ob- 
served in Indiana is caused by Phy- 
tophthora cinnamomi. It is apparent 
that infection and disease develop- 
ment is dependent upon unfavorable 
soil moisture or other environmental 
conditions detrimental to root devel- 
opment and plant growth. 

Phytophthora cinnamomi had not 
previously been reported on taxus in 
Indiana or other states in the mid- 
west. Growers were not concerned 
with sources of planting stock. As 
a consequence, the causal organism 
has undoubtedly been introduced 
into many commercial plantings on 
rooted cuttings and liners, in infest- 
ed soil and by other means. The re- 
sults of this investigation emphasize 
the need for careful consideration 
of the source of planting stock and 
of propagation practices used to 
minimize the losses from the dieback 
and root rot disease.

Grafting in 
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Better Public Relations 
For the Garden Center 


By Ray Gustin, Jr. 


Public relations is probably the 
most important single factor in con- 
ducting a successfui business enter- 
prise. In addition to its general ap- 
plication, it has a speciai significance 
in garden center operations. 

A garden center operator may 
own a fine physical unit. He may 
have the finest selection of plant ma- 
terials available anywhere and have 
the finest greenhouses, lath houses 
and parking areas; however, if he 
forgets, even for a minute, the im- 
portance of good public relations his 
business will suffer and the spacious 
parking areas soon will be empty. 

The term “customer relations” ap- 
pears to have a more intimate mean- 
ing than that of public relations, and 
I shall adopt the former. I think it 
is well at the start to consider some 
of the basic functions of a modern 
garden center. 

The merchandising of plant mate- 
rials and allied products has under- 
gone a considerable evolution since 
the war, caused by a number of eco- 
nomic and population changes. What 
the supermarket has done to food 
merchandising, the modern garden 
center has done to plant merchan- 
dising with a few notable exceptions. 
Consumers know what to do with 
a can of soup or a loaf of bread when 
they get it home. They do not always 
know what to do with a Japanese 
yew or a can of DDT. 

I recently visited a place not far 
from my garden center, called Bar- 
gaintown, U. S. A. It is a large dis- 
count toy store. There was a traffic 
jam approaching the place from 
every direction. Inside, the store was 
so crowded I could hardly breathe. 
Customers were fighting each other 
to spend their money and save from 
15 to 30 per cent from regular re- 
tail prices. There were no clerks to 
assist in purchases; the buyers helped 
themselves. The merchandise was 
npt wrapped. The customers simply 
paid their money and carried out 
their purchases. There was no sem- 
blance of service. I could not 
but compare that operation to what 
I am trying to do in my own. 

Before one undertakes any enter-

prise it is necessary to decide what 
type of operation he wishes to con- 
duct. The garden center is logically 
an outgrowth of the nursery business, 
and the customer has been accus- 
tomed to asking advice and expect- 
ing service from the nurseryman. 
This same responsibility and expec- 
tation are carried over to the garden 
center operator. Almost everyone 
who comes to my garden center has 
a problem and expects help. I should 
recognize this fact. More than that, 
I should develop and capitalize it, 
because herein lies the greatest 
weapon of defense against the com- 
petition of plant merchandising by 
drug, food and hardware chains. 
Garden center operators must do a 
superior job of merchandising. 


Cost of Good Relations High 


The cost of good customer rela- 
tions comes high, and those in the 
trade must be constantly on the alert 
to improve them. Here are a few

of the customs and practices that 
I follow, which are intended to make 
and hold good customer relations. 

Perhaps my operation § differs 
somewhat from the average. Before 
I started the garden center, I was 
in the landscape-contracting and tree 
service business. The firm was not 
the outgrowth of a nursery, as so 
often is the case. Since I was thus 
comparatively unknown in the field, 
I had to build the business from 
scratch. Under these circumstances 
the necessity of sound public rela. 
tions was soon apparent. The firm 
had to become known. This was ac- 
complished through a program of 
publicity and advertising. 

At the outset, I employed a com. 
petent advertising agency. I outlined 
what I hoped to accomplish and the 
amount of money I felt I could af. 
ford. At the beginning of each year 
a definite budget is set up and with 
the advice of the agency its expendi- 
ture is planned. I decide what per. 
centages to spend for newspaper, 
radio and direct-mail advertising. 
The tone and composition of the ads 
are carefully watched. 

Last year for 13 weeks a series of 
radio programs was run. These were 
15-minute programs on Sunday 
mornings, called “Gardeners For- 
um.” It was an informative-type pro-

gram covering all phases of garden- 
ing and landscaping, with interviews 
of prominent people in their respec- 
tive fields. The program was well re- 
ceived, and, while I cannot be sure 
how much actual business resulted, 
lam convinced that it helped create 
good customer relations and increas- 
ed sales for the firm. 

This year I hope to attempt a tele- 
vsion program. It will require a lot 
of time and study to do a really good 
job of programing, but I believe it 
has tremendous possibilities. 

Stand By Advertising 

The firm is careful to keep news- 
paper advertising in good character 
lo reflect properly the quality and 
integrity of the service I try to build 
ito the operation. If mistakes are 
made in the copy, and that happens 
once in a while, the firm stands be- 
hind the advertising. Once last year 
through error $12.50 Chinese holly 
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plants were advertised for $3.50. 
Fortunately, there not too 
many. 

Since the firm was a newly estab- 
lished one it was the initial responsi- 
bility of the advertising program to 
attract customers to visit. From 
there on other methods of customer 
relations applied. 

I believe that people should en- 
joy buying plants and garden acces- 
sories. They should not buy at a 
given place because they have to, but 
rather because they want to. I em- 
phasize this theme in my advertising 
with such phrases as “Enjoy plant 
shopping at Gustin Gardens.” It 
stands to reason that people, insofar 
as possible, do the things they like 
to do. It is my job to make them 
like to buy plants and garden sup- 
plies and make them want to return 
and to have them tell their friends 
and neighbors. That is an important 
part in the basic philosophy of any 


were 


commercial enterprise, and it is pe- 
culiarly true in garden center opera- 
tions. 


Tips for Good Relations 


A few of the things that Gustin 
Gardens have done to help build 
good customer relations can be given 
as follows: 

1. Since almost everyone who 
comes in or telephones has a prob- 
lem, I make it a practice to have 
at least one person available at all 
times to help answer the many ques- 
tions. The questions are mainly triv- 
ial, but it is a service I must per- 
form honestly, courteously and to 
the best of my ability. The fact that 
the individuals have bothered to call 
or come in is evidence that they value 
the firm’s advice or recommendation. 
On a busy Sunday, with all the tele- 
phones ringing at the same time and 
the place full of customers wanting 
attention, there is an inclination to

be a little short with people. Onc 
must never, under any circum 
stances, be discourteous or permit 
discourtesy on the part of the em- 
ployees. 

2. Early in my operation I tried 
to establish the feeling that my place 
of business had a certain community 
atmosphere for those in‘erested in 
gardening. The area is a rapidly ex 
panding one of middle-class homes 
Many people moving from the city 
to the suburbs are homeowners for 
the first time. If they are bitten by 
the gardening bug, or if I can help 
expose them, we both might profit 
So the firm has endeavored to wor! 
with the garden clubs. Certainly they 
are all good potential customers. | 
have set aside and made available 
to the clubs a large room over the 
main store, which members can use 
without charge or _ interference 
There is a small kitchen adjacent 
to the room where they can prepare 
food. The firm does not furnish the 
food, but does supply a large coffee 
urn, dishes and silverware. A num- 
ber of the neighborhood garden clubs 
and several civic and church groups 
have held their meetings there eve: 
since the store opened. It saves dis- 
ruptions in their homes. They have 
taken excellent care of the room, and 
I believe it has helped build good 
will. 


Service Business 


3. Garden center operators must 
constantly be aware that theirs is a 
service business as well as a 
business. Most customers are home- 
owners, many of them owners of new 
homes or those about to build. Many 
times they are undecided as to what 
to buy and where to plant what 
they buy. They constantly ask, “Is 
there anyone you can send out to 
look over our property and advise 
us what to plant and where to 
plant?” At first I tried to handle 
these requests with the regular per- 
sonnel and told customers someone 
would get to them as soon as pos- 
sible. The employees became so busy, 
and the calls piled up—unanswered 
—until it created a bad situation so 
far as customer relations were con- 
cerned. I have since employed two 
representatives to handle such re- 
quests, and the situation has im- 
proved. These men are salesmen with 
horticultural training and have done 
much to bring in valuable business 
and, at the same time, improve cus- 
tomer relations. They also handle 
inspections when replacements ot 
other complaints are involved.

4. Other important factors that 
have a definite bearing on customer 
relations are such items as credit

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and delivery policies. When I first 
started the business I was fairly cer- 
tain that the self-service, cash-and- 
carry policy of the supermarket was 
the modern, efficient manner of con- 
ducting business. After five years of 
operations I am firmly convinced 
that it is not for my firm. Customers 
want help; so with the exceptions of 
selling easily a few small package 
items such as seeds and bulbs, self- 
service is not adequate. 

I soon found that the firm could 
not operate on the cash-and-carry 
plan, either. Delivering was started 
as were charge accounts. I believe 
that the inadequacies of the delivery 
department have provoked more ir- 
ritation on the part of customers 
than any other one thing. The sea- 
sonal aspects of my rapidly expand- 
ing business impose a terrific strain 
on the limited facilities in personnel 
and equipment. It creates a problem 
with the customer who is interested 
only in getting his tree delivered at 
2p. m. on Thursday because that is 
the only time his yard man is there. 
I have had part-time, week-end help 
who are eager to make sales and 
will promise almost anything. Many 
problems and complaints have re- 
sulted that have caused ill will. The 
situation is improving, however. I 
have increased facilities and have es- 
tablished fairly definite delivery pol- 
icies whereby, insofar as possible, the 
work load is distributed over the en- 
tire week. The delivery schedule is 
posted where all can see and I re- 
quire reasonable compliance. I say 
reasonable compliance because there 
are times when special exceptions 
must be made. 

Must Define Policies 

The credit policy, I found from 
experience, must also be rather clear- 
ly defined to hold good customer re- 
lations. Pricing and credit go hand 
in hand. I try to keep merchandise 
clearly marked. Nothing can do 
more to undermine good customer 
relations than having two prices for 
the same article. There is a discount 
policy that is intended to encourage 
greater volume buying. That policy 
is posted in a conspicuous place in 
the salesyard so that all customers 
can see it. 

Ihave a standard guarantee policy 
which I believe to be fair to all. 
That policy also is clearly posted 
im a conspicuous place in the sales 
area, and a printed copy is given 
to each customer at the time of pur- 
chase. In addition to cash sales that 
account for probably two thirds of 
the sales volume, there are two types 
of charge accounts. These are the 
regular 30-day open account and a 
budget account that is called the 
Pay as You Grow” plan. This lat-

Create Interest in Center 


6. In addition to the basic com 
sideration of good customer rela 
tions, I have done a few things that 
have created interest and, I hope, 
have helped a little in building good 
will. In the development of my prop. 
erty I have established a number 
of demonstration areas intended to 
create interest and furnish ideas to 
the customers. A few of them are 
original; most are borrowed. I built 
a rose garden to display new ros 
varieties, a formal walled garden to 
display several blooming materials 
and garden ornaments, a hedge gar- 
den to display most of the evergreen 
hedge plants sold and a ground cover 
area to display good cover plants 
There are several other demonstra 
tion areas under construction. Each 
of these is, in itself, a small par 
of an over-all program to create pub- 
lic interest and give information. 

Each spring and fall I have what 
I call openings, not that the firms 
ever closed, but at these times, mark- 
ing the beginning of the seasons, the 
salesyard and stores are _ stocked 
with fresh, new merchandise and 
the staff is anxious for customers t 
visit and, I hope, buy. These special 
events are given publicity in adver 
tising and usually have something 
of real interest to bring customers 
out. For example, some prizes aft 
offered, including such items # 
plants, garden tools and usually one 
or two large items, such as a powe! 
mower or a large shade tree. 

Customers who visit are required 
to register, thus making a record for 
the mailing list.

In this era of fierce com- 
petition I think garden center opera- 
tors have to decide which course 
they want to follow. Either they strip 
their operations of everything but 
the bare necessities of making sales 
and sell price and price alone, or 
they recognize the importance of 
good customer and public relations 
and build businesses on a service 
basis, developing it to the fullest.

LATH HOUSE AIDS 


An addition of a 20x60-foot lath 
house to Plessinger’s Nursery, Fallen- 
timber, Pa., provides 50 per cent 
shade for the salesyard there. The 
only drawback to the new structure, 
reports U. E. Plessinger, owner, is 
that the shade prevents the true color 
of the Crimson King maple, Japanese 
red maple and red-leaved barberry 
from developing while the plants are 
on display. Otherwise, the lath house 
is a tremendous improvement over 
the firm’s previous layout used for 
display purposes. 

Mr. Plessinger also reports that 
the winterkill of evergreens in his 
growing area was extremely severe 
this year. 
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Customers have always bought 
plants as they have bought every- 
thing else—as large as they could 
afford. Wher. customers entered a 
nursery, they soon learned that big 
plants were more valuable than small 
plants. If they could afford only 
small plants, they took them home, 
planted them and encouraged them 
to grow into more valuable bigger 
plants. The nursery industry has fos- 
tered this idea. It has advertised the 
idea that the value of a house de- 
creases with age, but the value of 
landscaping increases with age as 
the plants grow to a larger, more 
beautiful size. 

Unfortunately, a statement that 
plants increase in value with age 
and size should never be ended with 
a period, but with a dash, for this 
is only half the story. After a plant 
reaches the most effective size, it 

P begins to depreciate in value. Home- 
owners who are not handy with an 
ax may find their overgrown plants 
are valuable — in reverse. It may 
cost them $100 or more just to get 
them removed. However, proper 
pruning maintenance will greatly 
prolong the period of maximum 
beauty of a plant. In some cases 
maintenance works fine for the life 
of the plant. For most plants, it 
seems to be a measure that delays 
but does not stop the inexorable 
march of the plant to overgrowth. 

Some feel that if a plant soon gets 
too big where it is planted, the choice 
of plant was an improper one. This 
may be true, but one must consider 
what the other choices were. Would 
they have worked any better? The 
only plants that I see being sold in 
quantity by nurseries are those that 
are easily propagated, grow fast so 
that they can be sold in a short time 
and give the customer a lot of plant 
material for his money. This scheme 
seems to satisfy everyone but me. As 
I struggled to grow plants in the 

: past and looked at the landscape 
plantings of others, I became inter- 
ested in the possibilities of dwarf 
plants.

Experiments May Yield 
New Dwarfing Techniques 


By Dr. Victor J. Miller 


which, after a given period of time, 
is considerably smaller than one 
typical of that species growing under 
the same conditions. This excludes 
plants dwarfed by pruning that, 
though small, will grow large when 
pruning is stopped. Neither do I re- 
fer to plants dwarfed by chemicals. 

I have been interested in this prob- 
lem of dwarfing because of two ob- 
jectives: To obtain dwarf plants for 
landscape use and to learn something 
of the plant physiology causing 
dwarfness. 

Various methods have been and 
are employed to dwarf plants. The 
bulk of the effort has been spent on 
fruit trees, because of their desirabil- 
ity for the home grower. 

Genetic Dwarf Simplest Type 

The simplest type of dwarf plant 
to utilize is a genetic dwarf, a plant 
that varies genetically from its fel- 
low plants so that it does not grow 
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so fast as they do. Such a plant gep. 
erally would be found in a group ¢ 
seedlings or as a limb grown from, 
bud sport or mutation on a lary 
plant. Finding or growing enough 
plants to obtain such a plant of , 
species that one is interested in j 
a tremendous job. 

Agronomists have told me that 
when they had barley and whey 
seeds irradiated with neutrons in ay 
atomic pile, they occasionally ob 
tained some dwarf plants. The new. 
trons affected some genes in the em. 
brvo. There was not much demand 
for dwarf barley, and to fix the char. 
acter so it bred true would have tak. 
en much work. But the idea appealed 
to me as a possibility for woody or 
namentals which could be asexualh 
propagated. 

I made some trials through the 
cooperation of the Brookhaven Na 
tional Laboratories, Long Island 
N. Y. The time and intensity 
the radiation determine its effective. 
ness. At the intensity used, for ex. 
ample, redbud (Cercis canadensis 
seeds irradiated five minutes ger. 
minated normally. Those irradiated 
10 and 15 minutes germinated sue. 
cessively later and less vigorously 
Those irradiated over 20 minute 
germinated in the sand, and the

This 
would give the most possible change 
in the embrvos while still getting the 
seedlings to live. 

Unfortunately, I had to leave the 
experiment at a rather critical stage 
n the life of the seedlings. and when 
I got back thev had not been cared 
lor properly and the weak ones were 


all dead. The relatively few surviv- 
ing seedlings showed no apparent 
mutations after about three vears 


in the field. I think this method has 


some real possibilitie s, but it will re- 


quire growing large numbers of 
plants and giving them the best 
growing conditions while they are 


young. 
Dwarfing Rootstocks 


Probably the oldest type of treat- 
ment to obtain dwarf plants is to 
graft the desired top onto a dwarf- 
ing rootstock. The grafting of pear 
scions onto quince roots or the use 
of a dwarfing rootstock as Malling 
IX for apple varieties is so well 
known that I shall not discuss it in 
detail. The examples I have used of 
fruits, however, are revealing. Some

gation is open with the thousands of 


woody ornamentals that are grown. 

If one tries only 100 kinds of orna- 
mentals on 100 different rootstocks, 
how many graft combinations will he 
have? Then there is the fact that 
many species will not graft with 
each other satisfactorily, but some 
pairs will unite with a third species. 
In such cases, the third species may 
be used an intermediate stem 
piece to unite the two species into 
one plant. This can multiply the 
number of graft combinations so 
tremendously that it would keep sev- 
eral people busy a lifetime to try 
them all. This does not mean that 
nurserymen should not start trying 
several, however. 


as 


The use of an inter stem piece of 
trunk to dwarf the top of a plant 
has become rather common in recent 
years. The biggest use has been in 
making dwarf apple trees by using 
a piece of Clark Dwarf stem several 
inches long in the trunk of the trees. 
This produces a dwarf or semidwarf 
tree, which fruits at a young age. 
I have not seen any ornamentals 
treated this way, but if the process 
works for apples it should work for 
other species of woody plants. 


Inverted Bark Ring 


A fourth method of dwarfing 
woody plants has fascinated me with 
its possibilities since I first heard of 
it. This is the dwarfing of plants by 
inverting a ring of bark one or two 
inches long on the trunk or branches 
of a tree. The most work with th’‘s 
method has been done by Dr. Karl 
Sax, at the Arnold Arboretum, Ja- 
maica Plain, Mass. This, again, has 
been done with apples rather than 
with ornamentals. When the inver- 
sion was made by the middle part 
of June, the branch or tree flowered 
and fruited the next spring, regard- 
less of how young the plant was. 
This method does not work without 
limits, for 1-year-old apple trees gen- 
erally break off at the inversion. 
They need to be older and stronger. 

The cut which is made in the strip 
of bark that is inverted is a weak 
spot in the method. To explain why, 
one must go into the theory of why 
the inversion dwarfs the top and 
causes flowering and fruiting. 

Carbohydrates are manufactured 
in the leaves and conducted down- 
ward through the bark to supply 
food for the roots and for storage. 
The tissue that conducts the carbo- 
hydrates is in the inner bark next 
to the cambium layer; the tissue that 
produces new wood is on the inside, 
and new phloem is produced on the 
outside by cell division. The cells 
in the phloem, which conduct the

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carbohydrates, are living cells. They 
take the food from cells above, move 
it down their length and pass it on 
to the cells below. This process is 
called living conduction. 

When a strip of bark is torn loose, 
it peels at the cambium layer when 
it peels cleanly or slips. When put 
back in place upside down, new con- 
ductive or phloem cells are formed 
from the cambium layer on the bark. 
When carbohydrates are conducted 
downward to this inverted bark, they 
come to a sudden halt. The new cells 
formed from the inverted cambium 
are now conducting upward. The 
carbohydrates cannot get out of the 
top past the inversion. A swelling 
generally develops. The carbohy- 
drates eventually work their way 
into the wood and go back up in 
the top. 


Causes Plant to Bud 


This high-carbohydrate condition 
causes the plant to produce flower 
buds. A logical concern is whether 
roots starve. They have not on the 
apple trees. Apparently enough car- 
bohydrates get through to nourish 
them some. The dwarfing is claimed 
to be caused by only a little food's 
getting through. I do not fully agree 
with these theories, but an attempt 
or two I have made to prove differ- 
ently have ended in miserable fail- 
ures because of my technique and 
choice of plant materials. 

The cut made in the inverted strip 
of bark does not last too long. The 
inverted cells do not abandon their 
principles and “just go along with 
the crowd,” but there is no cam- 
bium on the bark where the vertical 
cut was made. In fact, there is no 
bark there for a short space. Cam- 
bium cells on the wood at that point 
develop and produce new phloem 
cells. These cells are right side up 
and conduct carbohydrates normal- 
ly. As food moves through this area, 
growth is faster and faster. Soon 
there is a large swelling or growth 
there, and conduction is practically 
normal. The dwarfing effect is lost. 

On a plant like the apple, the 
effect may last several years. When 
it is lost, new inversions can un- 
doubtedly be made. One may not 
be able to sell such a plant to a 
homeowner who does not know how 
to perform an operation, however. 
If this will work for a time, a tech- 
nique should be developed which 
would make the effect permanent. 
Perhaps, a double graft with a stem 
piece turned upside down can be 
made. Perhaps a ring of bark can 
be slipped off a young stem without 
cutting it and be put back upside 
down. This sounds like a neat trick, 
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answers about 90% of all 
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but I can visualize cutting off a 
young stem to a stub, slipping off 
a ring of bark with a bud, slipping 
off a second ring of bark, inverting 
and replacing it and then slipping 
the first ring of bark with its bud 
back on top. There are many possi. 
bilities to try. Some methods such 
as this would get away from what 
I consider the principal value of 
this method—growing a plant rap. 
idly to a desirable size, then prac. 
tically stopping its growth there and, 
if it is a fruiting plant, causing jt 
to start producing. 
Causes Plants to Fruit 


This method will cause plants to 
fruit. When I moved to Arizona, | 
learned the principal problem with 
cotton was failure of flowers to set 
bolls. This seemed like a natural for 
bark inversion. I tried five little 
plants in May. Four broke off, and 
the fifth survived. Of the flowers 
on it, six developed into bolls. Sur. 
rounding plants produced an aver. 
age of one boll from the same nun- 
ber of flowers. The treated plant 
grew no more. At harvest time it 
was 36 inches high, with its six bolls 
of cotton. Surrounding plants were 
65 inches high, with many bolls by 
that time. 

In considering dwarf plants, one 
must be concerned with price and 
time. It takes many years to grow 
a true dwarf plant to a size large 
enough to sell. This may require 
charging more for it than a customer 
is willing to pay, and that is the 
problem of the salesmen. 

These, then, are the two problems 
in this area—to develop a wider as- 
sortment of dwarf plants, preferably 
by some method which enables them 
to be grown fast and cheaply, and 
to sell the consumer on the idea he 
must part with considerable money 
to obtain truly superior plants. The 
first can be solved by nurserymen 
working with research men in the 
field. The second, nurserymen must 
solve alone.

However, the two plant patholo- 
gists do not believe the use of en- 
zymes for plant disease control is 
necessarily limited by the action of 
chitinase on chitin. They say the 
concept can be extended to include 
enzymes that specifically attack oth- 
er materials known to be present in 
the cell walls of fungi. They suggest 
the value of further research with 
such enzymes as cellulase, the pro- 
teases and the lipases. 

In their laboratory experiments, 
chitinase was effective even when 
diluted in water at the ratio of one 
part to 10 million parts. The enzyme 
caused the germ tubes of fungi to 
rupture, exposing the cell protoplast 
and resulting in death. 

The enzyme chitinase occurs nat- 
urally in a wide variety of places, in- 
cluding the puffball (a weed), the 
skins of both bitter and sweet al- 
monds and the juices of a snail. It 
is also produced by some bacteria. 


SEED SOURCES OF PINE 


Scotch pine, Pinus sylvestris, one 
of the first exotic forest tree species 
planted extensively in the northern 
United States, often gave poor re- 
sults after a promising start. Im- 
proper seed source has been sus- 
pected as a prime cause of the un- 
satisfactory development. Presently 
Scotch pine is grown chiefly for 
Christmas trees in the United States, 
but it may be useful for wood pro- 
duction under some conditions. It 
should be of interest, therefore, to 
compare the growth and survival of 
stock of 10 known seed sources over 
a period of 15 years, as is done in 
Technical Notes 536 of the Lake 
States forest experiment station, of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
forest service. 

The trees were grown from seeds 
supplied by the International Union 
of Forest Research Organizations as 
part of an international test. The 2-0 
stock was planted in the spring of 
1941 on a level area of Grayling 
sand, a rather poor site, near Wells- 
ton, Mich., in the Manistee national 
forest. The planting area had been 
grazed and was generally open. In- 
cluded were 10 lots of Scotch pine 
(104 to 462 trees per lot) represent- 
ing 10 European localities with lati- 
tudes of 3 to 16 degrees (210 to 
1,000 miles) north of the plantation. 
The localities of origin have about 
the same length of growing season, 
but lower average temperatures for 
the period, and only about 70 per 
cent of the annual rainfall. 

At the end of 15 growing seasons 
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after planting, survival, ranging from 
75 to 87 per cent, was excellent. 
Some early mortality resulted from 
competition by woody plants, but the 
principal cause of loss has been the 
pine root collar weevil, and loss 
from this insect has been increasing. 
Because of the pattern of infestation, 
little can be deduced as to apparent 
resistance to this weevil. However, 
the lot from Mustieki, Lithuana, has 
suffered little, while two lots on 
either side of it have been hit much 
heavier. 

At the end of 15 years, variation 
between average heights for the vari- 
ous Scotch pine lots was highly sig- 
nificant according to the F test. The 
trees from seed origins in Finland, 
Romania and Norway are distinctly 
shorter than those from Poland, the 
Netherlands, Lithuania and White 
Russia. 

Growth has been reduced by sev- 
eral agencies. The white pine wee- 
vil had attacked a substantial per- 
centage of trees of all origins by the 
15th year. The least affected lots 
included one from White Russia and 
two from Poland with 46, 56 and 63 
per cent injury respectively. The lots 
from the Netherlands and Norway 
have been most affected (99 and 89 
per cent). 

On the combined basis of survival, 
height development and relative 
freedom from injury 15 years after 
planting, three lots from Poland 
seem best adapted to this locality. 
The fact that the poorest source has 
made only 65 per cent the height 
growth of the best source is one im- 
portant indication of the value of 
knowing how stock of different seed 
origins will perform.

Active Division Guards 


Michigan’s Plant Industry 


By C. A. Boyer 


Vast responsibility rests with the 


division of plant industry in any 


state department of agriculture, for 
it is generally this division that must 
enforce the laws and regulations de- 
signed to prevent the introduction 
into and dissemination within the 
state of insect pests and plant dis- 
eases and to provide for their repres- 
sion and control. At the present time 
there are more than 60,000 insects 
and some 6,000 plant diseases known 
to be prevalent in this country. 

The state of Michigan passed its 
first pest act in 1875, and it was sev- 
eral years before other states and 
Congress enacted similar legislation. 
The state’s important agricultural 
and horticultural interests are now 
served by a plant industry division 
consisting of a staff of experts in 
the fields of entomology, plant pa- 
thology, horticulture, forestry and 
floriculture. Every new employee 
who starts with the division is re- 
quired to pass through a 2-year train- 
ing program whereby he works with 
a senior member of the division be- 
fore he is allowed to operate by him- 
self. 

Division Set-Up 

To carry on its work, the division 
has created five regions within the 
state with five regional supervisors 
and their assistants. Within these 
regions are operated 23 districts, in 
each of which a representative is 
in charge of the work. The state 
division, in cooperation with the fed- 
eral authorities, expends approxi- 
mately one-half million dollars a year 
in Michigan in its protective work. 
In addition it is estimated that the 
municipalities in which it is conduct- 
ing cooperative programs are ex- 
pending more than $4 million a year 
to prevent the spread of diseases 
and insects. 

Michigan’s division of plant in- 
dustry employs a full-time staff of 
44; 108 part-time employees for a 
period of 120 days, and 60 to 80 
prison trusties, who are used on 
barberry and blister rust work. 
Twelve programs can be termed sec-

tions of the division or projects with- 
in the division, and besides these, 
surveys are continuous for insects 
and diseases not known to be present 
within the state. The major projects 
are as follows: 

(1) Barberry Eradication. This is 
a state-federal cooperative project 
conducted for the control of stem 
rust of wheat, oats, barley and rye. 
Barberry eradication was started in 
1918, and since that time more than 
6,700,000 rust-spreading barberries 
have been destroyed within the state, 
an important small-grain producer. 

(2) Fruit Tree Inspection and Or- 
chard Removal. Peach orchard in- 
spection encompasses a disease con- 
trol program dating back to 1875. 
The orchard removal program was 
initiated in 1945; neglected, aban- 
doned, insect-infested or diseased 
fruit trees have been declared a 
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public nuisance. The division’s pag 
season’s records indicate that it mag 
1,557 orchard inspections, examip. 
ing 1,267,257 trees, among whid 
were found 4,918 virus-infected treg, 
requiring removal on 511 propertie, 
Division policy with reference to neg. 
lected orchards or fruit trees is to 
cause their removal if within on 
mile of a cared-for commercial or. 
chard. Last season a total of 55,889 
trees was removed at state expense 
The average cost for the removal of 
1,250,000 trees since 1945 has beep 
18 cents per tree. 

(3) Japanese Beetle Control. This 
is another state-federal program. hh 
trapping and soil-treating programs 
conducted, 10,000 traps are used ip 
the lower half of the state, metro. 
politan areas and villages. There js 
concentration on trapping at terni- 
nals, trucking centers, parks, railroad 
right of ways, main thoroughfare 
and residential areas, because this 
pest is constantly being introduced 
by common carriers. Whenever 3 
beetle is trapped, all soil within a 
radius of 300 feet of the trap is treat. 
ed with dieldrin. 

4) Grape Berry Moth Control

yardists of the state, was begun in 
1940, and in the past 18 years 7,328 
acres of neglected vineyards or vine- 
yards infested with insects or dis- 
eases have been cleared. 

(5) Oak Wilt. The progress of oak 
wilt in southern Michigan woodlands 
has been relatively slow, but the po- 
tential damage is tremendous. The 
disease has been found in 22 of the 
lower counties, the largest number 
of affected locations being in the 
southwestern part, where most of the 
control work is carried on. This pro- 
gram involves an aerial survey of 
suspected locations, which are sub- 
sequently checked by ground crews. 
Samples of the diseased trees are 
sent to laboratories for positive anal- 
ysis. After a tree has been diagnosed 
as having oak wilt, it is killed by 
deep girdling, along with all similar- 
type oaks within a 50-foot radius, 

permission of the property owner 
being obtained before the destruction 
is begun. 

(6) Gypsy Moth. The gypsy moth 
poses a serious threat to the forest 
and shade trees of Michigan. It was 
not until 1954 that this pest was 
discovered in the vicinity of Lansing, 
where aerial spraying of 87,000 acres 
was begun at once. Following that 
season 5,000 traps have been used, 
two to the mile, covering an area of

while men in the metropolitan areas 
learn if retail establishments have 
been furnished with a legal bill of 
sale. In last season’s work, nearly 
1,700 sales lots were checked, along 
with more than 3,000 trucks and 
trailers and 526 railroad cars. In- 
volved were an estimated 3,500,000 
trees and 2,119 tons of boughs. 

(8) Blister Rust Control. This is a 
cooperative project with the United 
States forest service. The rust is 
caused by a fungus which lives on 
white pine, but requires alternate 
hosts, currants and _ gooseberries, 
commonly known as ribes. It is to 
these ribes plants that the law per- 
tains. Forty-six counties within the 
state, the majority of them being in 
the northern part, have been desig- 
nated white pine areas, and no cur- 
rants can be planted in these areas 
without permission, including the 
understanding that the ribes will not 
be planted within 900 feet of any 
white pine. Survey crews constantly 
check the pine areas; more than 
90,000,000 ribes bushes have been 
removed since the program has been 
in progress. 

(9) Tomato Seed Certification. 
This rigid inspection program sees 
that tomato seeds being produced by 
Michigan seedmen are free of seed- 
borne diseases. During a normal 
season, 1,500 acres of plants are in- 
spected. No tomato seed shipment 
certified by the department has ever 
been rejected or questioned. 


Dutch Elm Work 


(10) Dutch Elm Disease. Elms 
constitute 72 per cent of the shade 
trees within the state. The division 
cooperates with other agencies to 
carry out an intensive control pro- 
gram. During the season just com- 
pleted, 20,000 calls and contacts 
were made and 22,000 city blocks 
and 845 square miles were surveyed 
by representatives of the division. 
During the 1958 season, 8,581 trees 
were found to be infected with the 
disease; 5,448 dead trees and 518 
elm woodpiles were caused to be 
removed. 

(11) Cherry Fruit Fly. This pro- 
gram has given valuable protection 
to the cherry-growing and process- 
ing industry of the state; Michigan 
grows 65 per cent of all the tart 
cherries produced within the coun- 
try. Observation cages holding in- 
fested fruit are set up in the cherry- 
producing counties for the sole pur- 
pose of checking on the emergence 
date of the flies, so that spray dates 
can be announced. Laboratory fa- 
cilities are provided for diagnosing 
suspicious samples of cherries when 
the crop is being harvested. During

190 properties were found where 
cherry fruit fly was discovered, 10,- 
000 trees being involved. 

(12) Nursery Inspection. In this 
function, the division licenses plant 
handlers and inspects all nurseries 
and sales areas handling plant mate- 
rial. More than 9,000 accounts are 
being serviced, and the number is 
increasing cach year. Nearly every 
species of nursery stock requires 
special attention, sometimes two in- 
sections a season or exact timing 
of the visit. 

Michigan is one of the few states 
requiring inspection of nursery stock 
throughout the season to determine 
that only sound, healthy stock stored 
or displayed under conditions which 
will maintain its vigor will be 
offered for sale. This may mean two 
calls a week at the retail outlets to 
determine the condition of the stock. 
During a normal spring season in- 
gectors have had to remove 1,000,- 
00 pieces of stock because of their 
por physical condition resulting 
from improper display conditions. 

Last season the staff inspectors 
made nearly 24,000 calls to inspect 
and certify about 17,000 acres of 
nursery stock and nearly 18,000 
acres of trees and native plants. In 
addition, 30,000,000 pieces of im- 
ported plant materials were inspect- 
ed, of which about 250,000 pieces 
were condemned on arrival. 

In conjunction with the nursery 
work, the division conducts a stone 
fruit virus-free program, to provide 
aurserymen of the state with virus- 
free budwood for propagation work. 
A virus-free strawberry program has 
gown by leaps and bounds, and 
blueberry plantations are thorough- 
ly inspected for diseases, as this small 
fruit is a major crop of the state.

conditions, job training, profit shar- 
ing, seniority, advancement and rec- 
ognition are key words in the solu- 
tion of labor problems. 

He advised each nurseryman to 
become acquainted with his banker. 
Get him to know your problems and 
then, over a period of time, help him 
to understand how your business 
should grow, said Mr. Van Valken- 
burgh. The key to any line of credit 
js prompt payment of bills. He 
stressed the importance of taking 
advantage of discounts. 

Nurserymen must mark up their 
merchandise sufficiently to insure a 
profit. As a fair guide to what his 
business should yield, one may com- 
pare his net profit to that of other 
businesses. Large corporations with 
huge capital investments pay divi- 
dends of from 31% to 6 per cent, he 
stated. But as the capital size of the 
company decreases so does the 
amount of money represented by this 
profit percentage figure; so that a 
small businessman may find it neces- 
sary to receive a 20 per cent or more 
net return on his investment in order 
to take home just the bare neces- 
sities to his family. He said that he 
cannot urge the nurserymen too 
strongly to survey their capital struc- 
ture, investigate their net earnings 
and study the market for their prod- 
ucts. 

Warning about price cutting, he 
pointed out that if prices are reduced 
10 per cent, it becomes necessary to 
sell 30 per cent greater volume in 
order to produce the same profit that 
would be made without the price cut. 
He advised the group to study mar- 
ket needs carefully. Some nursery- 
men, he said, are growing nursery 
stock for which there is no demand. 
Some are growing stock with costs 
that cannot compete with those of 
growers in other areas. Others are 
producing stock of poor quality 
merely because they do not know 
good quality. 

It is time to work for good public 
relations for the industry, he em- 
phasized. The buying public should 
be taught about quality goods. Too 
often, he stated, the consumer is a 
victim because he has no real knowl- 
edge of what constitutes good qual- 
ity in plants. He is often further 
confused, continued Mr. Van Val- 
kenburgh, when faced with a nurs- 
eryman who knows little more about 
quality than he does. 

Discuss Nursery Law 

After the president’s address, the 
nurserymen heard the Honorable 
John C. White, commissioner of agri- 
culture, Austin. He stated that in the

Camellia Petal Blight 
Referring to the camellia petal 
blight quarantine, he urged the 
members to purchase stock from 
areas free of the blight. The state is 
now free of petal blight, but because 
of the law, an inspection will have 
to be made next spring, according 
to the bureau of plant industry. 
Mr. Fullingim concluded his re- 
port by stating that the T. A. N. has 
a committee set up to inspect all 
imsurance as it affects nurserymen. 
Reporting for the “litterbug” com- 
mittee, Stiles Woodruff, Dallas, stat- 
ed that this committee was appointed 
to work on the campaign at the local, 
state-wide and national levels. He 
stated that one of the T. A. N. mem- 
bers objected to conditions in a cer- 
tain area in Dallas, and the police 
made 100 arrests. Mr. Woodruff 
recommended that a new committee 
be appointed to carry on the work.

T. A. N., Clark Kidd, Arp Nursery 
Co., Tyler, suggested regional repre- 
sentation on this committee. Mr. 
Kidd told of the national promo- 
tional campaign recently adopted by 
the Society of American Florists at 
its 75th anniversary convention in 
Chicago. He told how participat- 
ing wholesalers contributed to the 
fund. Mr. Kidd thought that this 
program was worth studying. He 
related that Frank Cornelius had re- 
placed him as a member on the mar- 
ket development and publicity com- 
mittee of the American Association 
of Nurserymen since he had been 
chosen director from region V of 
the national association. The busi- 
ness session ended with the report 
of the necrology committee. 


Landscape Program 


Tuesday morning was devoted to 
the landscape program and featured 
an address by Dr. Robert P. Ealy, 
professor of horticulture in charge 
of ornamental horticulture, Okla- 
homa State University, Stillwater. 
Otto Scherz, Scherz Nursery, San 
Angelo, introducing the speaker, an- 
nounced that the title of Professor 
Ealy’s talk was “Communications 
Clear or Cloudy.” Professor Ealy 
stated that there is a lack of good 
communications between the land- 
scape architect and his customer and 
also between the nurseryman and his 
client. One should be neither too 
wordy nor too abrupt when com- 
municating. Illustrating his points 
with colored slides, Professor Ealy 
stated that the nursery industry 
could be aided by having more coun- 
ty agents informed on landscaping. 
Schools need landscaping, and he 
urged members to contact their 
school boards and request that land- 
scape work be included in the 
budget. It is necessary to start well 
before budget-making periods to sell 
these projects. 

Industrial landscaping, he added, 
has grown 400 to 500 per cent in 
the past eight years. Motels, he add- 
ed, need more good landscaping. 
Highways and shopping centers are 
also avenues for increased sales. 

More and more, the interior de- 
sign of the home is being made to 
fit the exterior design. Professor Ealy 
stated that the 4-H children are a 
means of telling this story of the 
nursery industry. In Oklahoma, com- 
petitions are held in various counties 
every year on landscaping projects. 

Professor Ealy concluded his pres- 
entation by answering questions from 
the audience.

lina, consisting of a consumer sur- 
vey of garden club members, found 
that 94 per cent believe the prod- 
ucts and services of nurserymen to 
be adequate, good or very good; 92 
per cent said the stock was ade- 
quate, and 5 per cent thought the 
attitude and/or advice of nursery- 
men was unacceptable. Additional 
services requested were reasonable 
landscape suggestions, additional 
plants or varieties and more talks 
before garden clubs. 

The problem of camellia flowe1 
blight in South Carolina is complex 
and needs much more basic study. 
reported Dr. Furuta. Sanitation plus 
use of pentachloronitrobenzene (Ter- 
raclor) gives fairly successful control. 

Weed control, he related, is being 
carried on in most southern states. 
There are so many factors that in- 
fluence a chemical’s use that Dr. 
Furuta recommends using one on a 
limited scale at first and obtaining 
advice. CIPC, Eptam and Simazine 
are good products, he believes. 


Florida Research 


Completing the report of the re- 


search workers, E. W. McElwee. 
University of Florida, Gainesville, 
pointed out that the last United 


States Department of Agriculture 
survey showed only 500 ornamental 
horticulture growers in Florida, with 
a volume of $5,000,000. In the state 
there are actually 1,500 growers, said 
Dr. McElwee, with one acre or 
over, and he believes the size of the 
woody plant nursery industry to be 
$10,000,000 to $12,000,000. He said 
there is difficulty in classifying nurs- 
eries in the state, for ferns and foli-

Convention activities commenced 
Tuesday morning, August 25, with a 
breakfast gathering of American As- 
eciation of Nurserymen members.

CHERRY FUNGICIDE TEST 

To determine what effect the con- 
tinued use of fungicides has on yield 
and quality of cherries, Cornell Uni- 
versity plant disease specialists at 
the New York state agricultural ex- 
periment station, Geneva, conducted 
a 5-year fungicide spraying experi- 
ment in a commercial orchard of 
mature Montgomery cherries. Work- 
ers also observed the virus diseases 
in this orchard, according to a prog- 
tess report from the station.

to be negligible. All the sprayed fruit 
was of satisfactory size, with cherries 
from trees sprayed with captan be- 
ing somewhat larger. Fruit from 
copper-sprayed trees gave a slightly 
higher sugar content and was of 
darker color than cherries from trees 
sprayed with the other two fungi- 
cides. 

The effect of virus diseases in the 
orchard, also observed during the 


test, appeared to be of greater sig- 
nificance. There was considerable 
variation in fruit color between trees, 
the poorest color being associated 
with the most severe virus infection. 
Healthy trees averaged 194 pounds 
of cherries per tree per year during 
the trial period, while trees infected 
with virus for a number of years 
yielded, on the average, only 133 
pounds of fruit per tree per year.

ANNOUNCE NEW GRAPES 

Two new grape varieties devel- 
oped by United States Department 
of Agriculture plant breeders are 
ready for propagation by fruit 
growers and nurserymen, according 
to an announcement in a recent issue 
of the U. S. D. A. publication Agri- 
cultural Research. 

Exotic, recommended for use in 
Arizona, is described as a vigorous, 
productive vinifera variety with 
large clusters of firm, medium large, 
nearly black, crisp grapes of good 
eating quality. Ripening about a 
week after Cardinal, Exotic is con- 
sidered to have good shipping qual- 
ity and market acceptance. 

Magoon, named for the late for- 
mer head of U. S. D. A. grape re- 
search, is suggested for use in cen- 
tral and southern parts of the Gulf 
states and Georgia. It is said to be a 
fine-flavored muscadine, productive, 
vigorous and perfect flowered, that 
may be planted alone or as a pol- 
linizer for male-sterile varieties. Its 
medium-size reddish-purple grapes 
ripen about September 7 at Merid- 
ian, Miss.
